6. Section 229: (Standards) All glass for windows and doors, including 
storm windows and storm doors, shall comply with Federal Specifications 
DD-G-45la, not less than ‘B’ quality. Safety glass, when required, shall 
meet specification USAS Z97.1-1966 entitled “Performance Specifications 
and Methods of Test for Transparent Safety Glazing Material used in 
Buildings” as promulgated by the United States of America Standards 
Institute. 


(Labeling) Each installed pane in windows and doors shall be appro- 
priately labeled, showing name of manufacturer, quality and nominal thick- 
ness. Insulating glass-shall be similarly labeled with fabricator’s name. 
Tempered and laminated glass shall be permanently labeled in a lower 
corner, to be visible after installation, showing the temperer’s or laminator’s 
name, type of glass, and nominal thickness. 


(Maximum Areas) Maximum area of glass panes in windows and doors, 
including storm windows and doors, shall comply with the requirements 
of Table 34-1 herein, including the adjustment factors attached thereto. 

(Doors) The area, thickness, and type of glass used in exterior prime 
or storm doors, including sliding glass doors and fixed glass panels associ- 
ated therewith, shall be determined as follows: 


a. Single strength glass may be used when the area of pane is not 
more than 6 square feet, when the glass is not less than 18” above the 
floor, and when the short dimension of each pane is not more than 15”. 
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b. Double strength glass shall be used when area of pane is not more 
than 6 square feet, glass is not less than 18” above the floor, and horizontal 
muntins or exterior and interior bars supported by stiles are located 34” 
(+4”) above the floor. 


c. At least 3/16 annealed glass shall be used when area of pane is more 
than 6 sq. ft., glass is not less than 18” above floor, and muntins or bars 
are provided as above. 


d. At least 7/32” annealed glass shall be used when area is more than 
6 sq. ft., glass is located within 18” of floor, and muntins or bars are pro- 
vided. 


e. Safety glass of appropriate thickness may be used in any of the 
‘above instances and must be used when area is greater than 6 sq. ft., 
glass is less than 18” above floor, and horizontal muntins or bars are 
omitted. 


(Enclosures) When glass doors or walls are installed in shower or 
bathtub enclosures, they shall be safety glass, as specified hereinbefore, and 
of such thickness to comply with the requirements of Table 34-1. 


(Jalousies) Glass installed in jalousies shall be not less than 7/32” in 
thickness and no longer than 36”. Exposed edges shall be seamed or fire 
polished. 


(Plastic) Openings may be glazed with fiberglass-reinforced-polyester 
(FRP), acrylic, polyvinyl, polystyrene or other plastic material subject to 
the approval of the Commissioner and upon his satisfaction that appropri- 
ate criteria of strength, durability, weather-tightness and safety have been 
met. 


(Skylights) Glazing at skylights and other openings more than five 
degrees from the vertical shall be designed according to accepted engineer- 
ing practices to safely withstand all imposed loads, including those specified 
in Division 8. 


Section 230: (Bearing) All glazing panes must have bearing along each 
edge, with the frame lap to conform to the minimum dimensions listed 
in Table 34-1, exclusive of the adjustment factors. 


(Clearance) Edge clearances must be sufficient to provide for expansion 
and other movement, in no case less than the amount designated in Table 
34-1. 


(Support) All panes shall be properly supported with glazing clips, 
face stops or other mechanical devices to provide adequate support 
under design wind or other loads. 


(Putties) Glazing panes shall be back-bedded and face-puttied, or pro- 
vided with suitable gasketing, to provide watertight seal between glass and 
its frame. 


All glazing shall be performed according to best practices, and nothing 
in the preceding shall be construed as permitting deviation from same.

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(Maximum Areas) Maximum area of glass panes in windows and doors, 
including storm windows and doors, shall comply with the requirements of 
Table 34-1 herein, including the adjustment factors attached thereto. 


(Doors) The area, thickness, and type of glass used in exterior prime. 
or storm doors, including sliding glass doors and fixed glass panels associ- 
ated therewith, shall be determined as follows: 


a. Single strength glass may be used when the area of pane is not 
more than 6 square feet, when the glass is not less than 18” above the floor, 
and when the short dimension of each pane is not more than 15”; 


b. Double strength glass shall be used when area of pane is not more 
than 6 square feet, glass is not less than 18” above the floor, and horizontal 
muntins or exterior and interior bars supported by stiles are located 34" 
(+4”) above the floor. 


c. At least 3/16” annealed glass shall be used when area of pane is 
more than 6 sq. ft., glass is not less than 18” above floor, and muntins or 
bars are provided as above. 


d. At least 7/32” annealed glass shall be used when area is more than 
6 sq. ft., glass is located within 18” of floor, and muntins or bars are pro- 
vided. 


e. Safety glass of appropriate thickness may be used in any of the 
above instances and must be used when area is greater than 6 sq. ft., glass 
is less than 18” above floor, and horizontal muntins or bars are omitted. 

(Enclosures) When glass doors or walls are installed in shower or 
bathtub enclosures, they shall be safety glass, as specified herinbefore, and 
of such thickness to comply with the requirements of Table 34-1. |. 

(Jalousies) Glass installed in jalousies shall be not less than 7/32” in 
thickness and no longer than 36”. Exposed edges shall be seamed or fire 
polished. 

(Plastic) Openings may be glazed with fiberglass-reinforced-polyester 
(FRP), acrylic, polyvinyl, polystyrene or other plastic material subject to 
the approval of the Commissioner and upon his satisfaction that appropri- 
ate criteria of strength, durability, weather-tightness and safety have been 
met. 

(Skylights) Glazing at skylights and other openings more than five 
degrees from the vertical shall be designed according to accepted engineer- 
ing practice to safely withstand all imposed loads, including those specified 
in Division 8. 

Section 230: (Bearing) All glazing panes must have bearing along each 
edge, with the frame lap to conform to the minimum dimensions listed in 
Table 34-1, exclusive of the adjustment factors. ty 

(Clearance) Edge clearances must be sufficient to provide for expan- 
sion and other movement, in no case less than the amount designated in 
Table 34-1. 

(Support) All panes shall be properly supported with piesa sey 
face stops or other mechanical devices to provide adequate sunpere maden 
design wind or other loads. 
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(Putties) Glazing panes shall be back-bedded and face-puttied, or pro- 
vided with suitable gasketing, to provide watertight seal between glass and 
its frame. 


All glazing shall be performed according to best practice, and nothing 
in the preceding shall be construed as permitting deviation from same.

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Letter number one to METCO: 
Dear Mr. Trilling: 


On July 23, 1968 the Winchester Town Meeting met again “to see 
what action the Town will take in relation to METCO and or any other 
school busing programs.” Last year, as you know, this body voted 99-98 in 
favor of our participation in your busing program, While the Town Meeting 
has no authority with regard to Winchester’s participation, it can be ap- 
propriately said that the Town Meeting is the best forum for public opinion 
in municipal government. For over one year the citizens of Winchester 
have discussed the METCO program in tremendous depth—in our opinion, 
not because of prejudices towards the Negro community but because of our 
long-standing interest in what we believe to be our fine school system, 
Specifically, we are concerned with the growing trend towards a Metropoli- 
tan School System. We do not believe that this is the solution to improved 
education in Winchester, Boston, or for that matter the Commonwealth, 
and intend to resist any future attempts by the Commonwealth towards 
inclusion of Winchester in such a concept. 


This year we have again voiced our desire to participate in the METCO 
program, The Town Meeting is deeply concerned with the national and 
local problems of civil rights and feels that participation in the METCO 
program at this time provides a vehicle by which Winchester can take a 
step towards elimination of a national injustice. By their vote to send 
this letter under our hand, the Town Meeting endorses the position of our 
School Committee and further encourages you to exert maximum effort 
to include Winchester in the METCO program by September 1968.

REPORT OF THE BOARD OF SELECTMEN 


The basic intention of this report will be to reflect briefly on some 
of the more general items of interest which come before the Selectmen 
in the course of their duties. 

Those requiring detailed information concerning departments under 
the Board’s jurisdiction may locate it in the respective reports of those 
departments elsewhere in this volume. 

Probably the most significant change which has taken place in the 
Selectmen’s department in the past year has been the appointment of 
Mr, Edward F. Donnelly as our Executive Secretary. Both the previous 
Board and the present Board had strong feelings favoring the creation 
of such a position, reasoning that the time had arrived -when such a 
position was necessary to effectively cope with the expanding responsibili- 
ties of the Selectmen’s Office. 
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ee rere 


After acquiring Town Meeting approval in 1967, advertisements for 
the position were placed in both state and national publications to attract 
applicants. There were approximately 25 applications submitted for the 
position. A number of interviews were conducted and Mr. Donnelly was 
offered the position in May of 1968. He assumed the duties of his office 
on July 1, 1968 and has proved to be a valuable addition to our staff. — 


He comes to us with an impressive background in municipal govern- 
ment having served as an administrative intern in the Town Manager’s 
office in Stoughton, administrative coordinator in the City Manager’s 
office in Worcester and, most recently for eight years prior to coming 
to Winchester, as Assistant City Manager in Medford. He is a member 
of several professional organizations—is married, the father of 2 children 
and resides just over the Winchester line in Medford. We welcome him to 
our Town and trust that his service will be mutually rewarding. | 


Another important area of activity under the Board’s jurisdiction has 
been the negotiation of contracts under the guidelines of the Collective 
Bargaining Statutes of 1966. The Selectmen presently bargain annually with 
the recognized employee bargaining agents, the Town Employees Associa- 
tion and the International Association of Firefighters. 


The enactment of the so-called Collective Bargaining Statute of 1966 
and subsequent organization of the above groups prompted the Selectmen 
in that year to employ the services of a competent labor counsel in the 
person of Mark E. Gallagher, Jr., Esquire. Mr. Gallagher continues to 
serve in this capacity and divides his time between the Selectmen and the 
School Committee. 


It can be honestly said that the relationship between the Town 
bargaining units and the organized groups has been one of mutual respect 
and consideration. Much of the credit for the development of statistics 
and wage information properly belongs to our Personnel Board. This 
dedicated group and their efficient secretary under the extremely capable 
chairmanship of Mr. Robert C. Ericson deserves superlative recognition 
for their services. Let it be recorded that they have our sincere gratitude 
for their tireless efforts in behalf of the community. 


Another item of administrative significance which should be of 
interest is the experience of the first 6 months with our new computer. 
The purchase of the computer was authorized by the 1968 Annual Town 
Meeting. The acquisition of the computer in October was in a large 
sense the culmination of a four-year study conducted by the Methods 
é Procedures Committee which reasoned that Winchester had reached 
that point in time when the purchase of such a piece of equipment could 
be economically and administratively justified. 


An experienced computer programmer was employed in June under 
the direction of our Comptroller, Mr. James J. Costello. Some of the 
uses for the computer are:

Two areas of major concern to this Board are street lighting and the 
condition of the Town incinerator. Over a year ago the Boston Edison, 
at our request, submitted a survey of Winchester’s present lighting system 
and proposed changes for future lighting patterns. Cost estimates were 
prepared and it was decided that we should do something about what 
has been sometimes described as an “archaic lighting system”. We solicited 
recommendations from our Police Department and more recently we have 
availed ourselves of the donated expert services of one of our interested 
Townspeople to work with us in developing a 4 or 5 year program for 
solving the lighting problem which has been a source of discontent for 
many years. We have an article in this year’s Town Meeting Warrant 
and, hopefully, we can take an initial step in the way of better lighting. 


The second, but certainly no less important area of concern has 
been our incinerator. This plant has served the Town well for seven 
years but in recent years has suffered many breakdowns resulting in 
costly emergency repairs. 


This Board felt that we should hire a professional consultant to 
closely analyze our disposal problem—study the physical plant itself and 
submit a report of their findings and recommendations. Fay, Spofford & 
Thorndike, the original designers of the incinerator, were employed by 
the Board to conduct this survey in September of this year. 


The report of the consultants at this writing has not been finalized 
but it is sufficiently complete to note that in order to get our plant. back 
into efficient operating condition the Town will have to spend somewhere 
in the vicinity of $92,000. 


In addition to this capital outlay—the consultants recommend that a 
second shift be established to provide for proper maintenance. The esti- 
mated annual cost implementing this recommendation will be in the 
vicinity of $24,000. 


The necessity of having the repair work accomplished in a relatively 
slow period of use has prompted the Board to call a Special Town 
Meeting for February 13, 1969 to appropriate the necessary funds for 
the repairs. The question of a second shift will be considered at the 
Annual Town Meeting. 
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Our report would be most remiss if we did not express our sincere 
thanks to the fine department heads and various committees who have 
contributed so much in the interest of good government. 


REPORT OF THE EXECUTIVE SECRETARY

Gentlemen: 


This is the first report of the Executive Secretary and covers the 
period since July 1, 1968, the date of appointment to this office. 


During this period the Executive Secretary performed many functions 
as the Board of Selectmen’s chief administrative officer for departments 
under their jurisdiction. I attended all of the Selectmen’s meetings. 
Numerous recommendations on a variety of subjects were made to the 
Board and they were kept informed on financial, administrative and 
other pertinent matters. It is my duty to insure that all of the Board’s 
decisions and directives are carried out by the various departments under 
their jurisdiction and to coordinate the activities of these departments. 


The Executive Secretary served as a representative of the Selectmen 
before other Town Boards and the State Legislature. On occasion, I 
served in a liaison capacity between Town Boards. 


Numerous inquiries, complaints and requests from the public are 
received by the Selectmen’s Office to be processed. We have tried to 
keep the public informed on Town affairs through contacts hein the 
news media. 


Research work was performed and reports prepared for the Board 
of Selectmen’s consideration on many different subjects such as, rubbish 
disposal, public works, effect of the Town’s equalized real estate assess- 
ment program on certain elderly home owners, Metropolitan District Com- 
mission Park Assessments, and indemnification of unpaid Civil Defense 
volunteers injured in the service of the Town. 


The duties of Executive Secretary also include serving as Workmen’s 
Compensation Agent. Details of these activities are included in the 
separate report of the Workmen’s Compensation Agent. 


It appears that the Town of Winchester is engaged in more activities 
than ever before in its history. Some of these activities in which the 
Executive Secretary, as well as other Town Officials, was directly involved 
include: collective bargaining with municipal employees, resolving the 
problem of frequent and prolonged breakdowns at the Town Incinerator, 
renovations to Town Hall, acquisition of property by the Town re the 
proposed new high school and other purposes. me 
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Other major current activities of the Town government include: 
preparations for the construction of the new high school, installation of 
an automated data processing system, study of the Town government 
structure, and revision of the Zoning By Law and Building Law. Details 
of these activities may be found within the reports of the various Town 
boards, committees and departments. 


It is a great pleasure to work with the dedicated and capable depart- 
ment heads and employees and with so many outstanding civic-minded 
persons who volunteer their time and talents in the interest of the Town 
by serving on the different boards, committees and commissions. The 
Executive Secretary expresses his sincere appreciation for their cooperation, 
with particular thanks to the Board of Selectmen for their most generous 
support and assistance during the period of adjustment to this new 
position.

Gentlemen: 


As you know, Town Counsel is the attorney and legal advisor for the 
Town, its officers, boards and various committees. 


In recent years it has been necessary for Town Counsel to spend 
more and more time on Town affairs because of the growth and develop- 
ment of the Town, new legislation, increasing number of Town meetings, 
land takings, building programs and other special problems that con- 
tinually arise and constantly increase in volume. 

During this year many formal and informal legal opinions were 
rendered and in addition numerous telephone calls from various depart- 
ments were answered. Considerable time is spent in preparation and 
execution of legal documents, such as deeds, contracts, easements, bonds 
and releases. Various takings, sidewalk orders, street layouts, sewer con- 
truction orders and orders for betterment assessments were examined 
and recorded at the Registry of Deeds. Titles were examined for property 
acquired and the necessary orders drawn and assistance rendered in 
connection with land taking settlements. 


Much time is spent in the preparation of Town Meeting warrants, 
articles for Town Meetings, drawing of votes for Town Meeting action, 
and conferences with various officers, boards and committees involved. 


There are several legal actions against the Town pending in the 
Superior Court and the Appellate Tax Board and one action pending 
in the Supreme Judicial Court. A number of cases have been tried in 
Court or before the Appellate Tax Board and others satisfactorily adjusted 
during the year. Claims by and against the Town have been investigated 
and appropriate action taken. 


Every effort is made to protect the legal rights of the Town and to 
cooperate in rendering assistance and advice to Town officers, boards and

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Personnel 


The department at present consists of the Chief of Police, three Lieu- 
tenants, a Sergeant-Investigator, four line Sergeants, a Juvenile Officer, a 
Safety Officer, and 30 Patrolmen, including two Identification Officers. Of 
the 30 patrolmen, there are three vacancies which should be filled shortly, 
and Officer Joseph Crowe, who has been in the Military Service, is expected 
to resume his duties on the force soon. 


During the year the department lost the valuable services of Officer 
James E, Flaherty, who retired. 


We are in need of another investigator to assist the Sergeant-Investi- 
gator, whose duties have increased beyond the capacity of any one officer 
to perform. During the summer up to seven special police officers were 
employed to replace officers on vacation. 


Obtaining the services of personnel suited for law enforcement is a 
difficult problem. Under present conditions police service does not interest 
Many young men. This year we employed publicity and advertising to at- 
tract applicants and started out the summer with a sizeable crew, but few 
remain who could be considered suitable to deal with the difficult tasks 
which face the modern police department. Efforts are being made to pro- 
fessionalize the police educationally and financially, and if the present 
trend in that direction continues, we may see a welcome change in the next 
few years. 


This year the position of Safety Officer was created in the department. 
This has resulted in a more thorough investigation of automobile accidents, 
more useful records regarding accidents, an improved traffic safety pro- 
gram, and increased use of radar and other traffic rule enforcement tech- 
niques. The work performed by Safety Officer Roy this year has more than 
justified the creation of the position. In addition, a second Identification 
Officer was appointed to aid in meeting the need for additional photo- 
graphs and finger-printing at all hours of the day and night. 


There is a need for an officer to assist the night Lieutenant on desk 
duty, maintain the lockup and operate the ambulance. The night Lieuten- 
ant is a one-man commanding officer, desk officer, telephone operator, radio 
dispatcher, teletype operator, lock-up keeper, filing clerk, etc., and has no 
assistant in the station. When officers are needed to man the ambulance, 
the Lieutenant must call in officers from the Town Square or Patrol cars. 


In 1967, a one-man patrol car system was inaugurated. A few foot routes 
were discontinued, and four patrol cars began patrolling the town instead 
of two. This has resulted in more rapid response to emergency calls, and 
more concentrated coverage of patrol area. The individual officer’s effi- 
ciency has increased. Over an 18-month period, the system has been suc- 
cessful, and will continue. 


Juvenile Problem 


Officer Richard W. Beaton continues to perform efficient work as 
Juvenile Officer. The creation of this position eight years ago made it possi- 
ble to deal effectively with a difficult and widespread problem. The main 
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problems are vandalism, drinking, and exposure to the dangers of harmful 
or narcotic drugs. The police department in cooperation with the churches, 
the schools, the medical profession, and the press has kept the drug menace 
before the eyes of the public in order to alert parents and others. Much 
of the blame rests on parents who allow their children to go unsupervised 
in dangerous environments, where marijuana or other narcotic drugs are 
available. Teenage drinking of beer and other alcoholic beverages is com- 
mon wherever teenagers gather, including church and school sponsored 
dances and sporting events, and it is the sad duty of the police to be re- 
quired to lock up drunken teenagers many weekends. Better adult super- 
vision at many of these affairs would help to prevent much of the drinking. 


School Traffic Control 


Twenty-six school crossings throughout the town are covered by men 
and women school traffic officers, who continue to perform efficiently in 
their difficult task. Several posts are covered by regular officers, and regu- 
lar officers as well as two spare school traffic officers are used to replace 
absentees. At present a regular police officer is covering a new post at 
Johnson Road and Aristotle Drive. This is a new development and there 
is no question that the number of children attending school will increase 
at this location. The Town was faced with a similar problem further west 
on Johnson Road several years ago and built a sidewalk from Hawthorne 
Road to the Vinson-Owen School to take care of it. The Aristotle Road 
problem could be solved in the same way by building a sidewalk, and the 
saving in police or school traffic officers’ salaries would be considerable 
over a period of years. I so recommend. 


Auxiliary Police Force 


This volunteer organization consists of a Chief, a Deputy Chief, a Cap- 
tain, three Sergeants and 15 patrolmen. The Auxiliary Police maintain 
their headquarters and target range at “Station Two” on Park Street. 
Chief Frederic W. Wier and his officers deserve great credit for their unpaid 
performance of civic duties in assisting the regular police in handling church 
traffic, holiday safety drives, Halloween patrol, the Woburn football game, 
and other emergencies. 


Motor Vehicle Equipment 


The motor vehicle equipment consists of one 1966 Chrysler Sedan used 
by the Chief; one 1967 Ford Sedan used by the Juvenile Officer and the 
Sergeants and Lieutenants; two 1968 Ford Sedans used for patrol; two 
1968 Ford Station Wagons used for patrol; and a 1962 Cadillac’ Ambulance. 
The four patrol cars are due for replacement this year, since they are on 
twenty-four hour duty year around. There is a constant shortage of avail- 
able motor vehicles especially during the day, and frequent delays in get- 
ting transportation to court or to the scene of investigations are encount- 
ered. Often the Juvenile Officer, the Safety Officer, the Sergeant-Investi- 
gator, or the Lieutenant all need a vehicle at the same time to go their 
various ways on police business. There is also a need for a vehicle to be 
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available for the radar equipment while on speed checks or traffic surveys 
without tying up a patrol car or wagon. For this reason I am recommending 
the acquisition of another sedan for use as a spare car. 


Traffic and Safety 


A selective enforcement program has been in progress during the past 
year. This has resulted in maintaining a reduction of serious motor vehicle 
accidents. About 600 violators of the motor vehicle laws and rules have 
been taken to court. Many have been reported to the Registry of Motor 
Vehicles for suspension of licenses. Safety talks have been delivered in 
schools and before various groups. The radar apparatus has been used 
wherever possible. 


Regulations of the State Department of Public Works will not permit 
pedestrian walk-light installations until the Town adopts a pedestrian law, 
which I recommend. 


The need to coordinate our traffic safety program was met by the 
appointment of a Safety Officer, as mentioned elsewhere in this report. 
The Safety Officer’s duties consist in making traffic surveys, inspecting 
Signs and signals, keeping rules and regulations up to date, maintaining 
permits for signs and signals, processing dealings with the State, keeping 
records on accidents and motor vehicle violations, investigating complaints, 
enforcing traffic laws and rules, and maintaining a safety education 
program, 


In 1965 new parking meters were installed in the Center, replacing the 
original meters installed in 1955. The cost of maintenance is still very low. 


Communications 


The radio equipment is in good condition except for the base trans- 
mitter, which has become a maintenance problem and which we expect to 
replace very shortly with a new transmitter. Four walkie-talkies purchased 
in 1966 and 1967 are used around the clock by foot patrolmen. This results 
in increased efficiency by all partolmen, and instant availability in 
emergencies. 

The department has 22 call boxes in regular use, all maintained by 
the Telephone Company. The department is a member of the National 
Law Enforcement Teletype System. We are also connected to the Police 
Radio Intercity Hookup for fast communications in case of bank holdups 
and the like. We maintain our own independent radio transmitter. 


Police Building 


The police building after over 50 years of use is cramped for space. 
An addition over the present police garage, and cellblock, and alterations to 
the second floor, are about due. The space is required for juvenile detention 
quarters and other purposes. Last year the State Division of Youth Service 
withdrew approval of our facilities, and obliged us to detain juveniles out 
of town. The inconvenience to parents and everyone else concerned should 
be eliminated when the new quarters are ready.

REPORT OF DEPARTMENT OF VETERANS’ SERVICES 


Board of Selectmen 
Town Hall 
Winchester, Mass. 


Gentlemen: 


The current year has been a very busy period for the Department of 
Veterans’ Services although monetary disbursements show a substantial 
decline as compared with 1966 and 1967. The approximate comparative 
expenses were: 1966, $29,500; 1967, $19,400; 1968, $16,500. 


Service in varied categories was rendered to 115 applicants. As in the 
two immediate prior years, this service was made available on a daily 
“on call” basis without regard to the compensated fifteen-hour weekly 
work period. Inquiries by telephone received prompt response and appropri- 
ate action. 
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Again this year, new legislation served to expand veterans benefits 
as well as related social security benefits. By keeping current with such 
legislative enactments and by attendance at scheduled seminars, efficient 
and knowledgeable service was assured all applicants in a program that 
has become progressively varied and complex. Superimposed upon the 
normal veterans’ benefits program was the work entailed in servicing 
Vietnam bonus applicants by distribution of applications and accompany- 
ing instructions. Distribution of applications was, in the main, effected 
by the applicant or his representative calling in person. Veterans now 
residing outside Winchester were assisted by mailing applications and 
cooperating in the required processing. To date, 275 veterans have been 
furnished applications. This legislation (Chapter 646, Acts of 1968) being 
“open end,” those currently in service during the continuance of hostilities 
will, after release or discharge, become eligible. Thus a continuing service 
by this department for servicing of bonus applicants will be required. 


Important new veterans’ legislation, Federal and State, may in part 
be identified as follows:

The Special Medex Plan participated in as of Jan. 1, 1968, pursuant 
to authorization by your Board, has proven advantageous to the Town. 
The greatest number covered was six, now reduced by death to three. 
The basic monthly rate for 1969 will be $10.10 instead of $9.95. 


Payments for Ordinary benefits and fuel attributable to labor dispute 
cases totaled $1330.30 as compared to $419.95 last year. The prolonged 
New England Telephone labor dispute case accounted for the increase. 


A redemption of real estate lien was effected in a 1960 case resulting 
in a return of $332.32 to the Town (and State). One lien and two assign- 
ments are presently outstanding. 


The rather comprehensive administrative aspects of the program, 
not one considered to be a major municipal function, may be gauged from 
the following data: Telephone calls, 430; Applicant Interviews, 100; In- 
vestigative Contacts, 99; Other Conferences, 112; Letters and Memos pre- 
pared, 416; Forms (VA, etc.) prepared, 67. 


The last item does not include required semi-monthly payment sched- 
ules, case authorizations, monthly returns to the State and investigative 
inquiry forms. 


With a constantly expanding veteran population, ever increasing medi- 
cal, hospital and nursing home charges and rising cost of living as the 
main contributing factors, there is little doubt as to the basic potential 
for the advancing cost of this program in the immediate future. The fiscal 
impact in Winchester has been rather modest compared to the overall 
cost in many communities, both respecting benefits paid and administrative 


Appreciation is expressed to the personnel of the several Town De- 
partments for the cooperation accorded in servicing rather frequent 
requests for essential information.

I respectfully submit the following annual report of the Highway 
Department Activities: 


NEW CONSTRUCTION 


Streets: 


Construction of Kirk Street, Sawmill Brook Road and Charles Road 
accepted by the Town in 1968, were started in 1968 and will be completed 
in 1969. Bradford Road, Highland View Avenue, George Road and Olive 
Street were accepted by the Town in 1968, no construction was required. 


Highland Avenue from Forest Street to Main Street was reconstructed 
with Bituminous Concrete under Chapters 679 and 822 of 1965 and 1963. 


Johnson Road from Ridge Street to Westland Avenue was reconstructed 
with Bituminous Concrete under Chapter 679 of 1965. 


Bacon Street from Church Street to Symmes Corner was reconstructed 
under Chapter 90. 


A contract for resurfacing Washington Street from the Woburn Town 
Line to Mt. Vernon Street under the Chapter 90 Program was awarded 
to the low bidder Trimount Bituminous Products Company. The work is 
to be performed and completed in 1969. 


Surface Drainage: 


As part of the Lockland Park development, four hundred 24-inch 
concrete pipe and 3 manholes were constructed. As part of the con- 
struction of Kirk Street and Sawmill Brook Road, fifty feet of 36-inch 
concrete pipe, one hundred and thirteen feet of 12-inch concrete pipe, 
five catch basins and 2 manholes were constructed. 


Special Projects: 


In conjunction with the Park Department, Highway Department 
equipment was furnished in construction of the Mill Pond Island and 
work performed at Leonards Beach, Palmer Beach and the Town Skating 
Rink. 

Sidewalk and Curb: 

Nine hundred and ninety-nine square yards of concrete sidewalk, 

two thousand, three hundred and twenty-five feet of granite curb, six 


hundred and forty feet of paving stone curb and forty-six return stones 
were installed during the year. 
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MAINTENANCE 


Streets: 

During the year the following streets were resurfaced by Trimount 
Bituminous Products Company: 

Ainsworth Road, Dana Avenue, Irving Street, Walnut Street, Summit 
Avenue, Allen Road, Pierrepont Road, North Gateway, Chardon Road, 
Winslow Road, Clark Street, Edgehill Road and Bruce Road 

Binder was applied to both Kirk Street and Sawmill Brook Road 
and the finish will be applied in 1969. 

Many streets were patched by the Department in connection with 
numerous openings made by the Water and Sewer Departments. Openings 
made by private utilities were patched by private contractors. All patches 
were under-patched with a concrete base in accordance with specifications 
of the Department. 

During the fall season the leaves were picked up and removed from 
all Town streets. 


Sidewalks: 
Approximately 900 square yards of concrete sidewalks were replaced. 


Street Signs and Markings: 

Six hundred traffic and street signs were erected new or as replacements 
during the year. Green, Orange and red scotchlite street signs were used 
for the third year for better visibility. 

Approximately 36 miles of traffic lines were painted or placed on streets 
or parking lots. 

Sixty parking meter posts were repaired or replaced. 


NEW EQUIPMENT 
A new Ford five ton Dump Truck was purchased with no trade in. 


SANITATION 


A contract for town collected and delivered garbage was awarded to 
Bror Y. Berg for $2,700.00 for the period August 1, 1968 through July 31, 
1969. 

Collections were made each fourth working day at dwellings and daily 
at Grocery stores and restaurants. 

A new Ford Truck with garbage body was purchased to replace a 
1963 model. 

A new Ford 5 ton Dump Truck was purchased to replace a 1960 model. 

The seven year old incinerator which is showing marked increases in 
maintenance has recently been surveyed by the Professional Consultant 
Firm of Fay, Spofford and Thorndike. The results and report of this 
survey is presently being studied, to determine what action should be 
taken. 
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Seventy thousand cubic yards of material were removed from the 
present Incinerator Dump site which should give the Town five additional 
years use of this area for burned material. 


SNOW AND ICE 


Ten storms required plowing, eight necessitated removal work and 
twenty-one storms involved salting and sanding operations. 


Two new Baughman spreaders were purchased during 1968. 
Two Mobile Radios and one remote radio were purchased and have 
proved very effective for the Department’s operations.

The activities of the department are summarized under the 
following headings: 

Board of Assessors 


Assessors’ plans were revised to show annual changes in land owner- 
ship, new lots, new buildings and other information pertinent to assess- 
ments. 

The set of composite Assessors’ plans was brought up to date under 
the supervision of the Engineering Department. 

One year indexing of the Assessors’ abstracts was completed. 


Considerable time was spent furnishing information pertinent to the 
revaluation of the Town. 


Board of Selectmen 


New sidewalk, curbing and street orders for recording in the Middlesex 
Registry of Deeds were prepared throughout the year. 


Information pertinent to Chapter 90 Highway Construction was fur- 
nished as needed. 


The Stoneham-Winchester Town Line was perambulated this year. 


Plans of properties which the annual Town Meeting voted to purchase, 
including parcels numbered 13 Winchester Place, 5 Alben Street and 10 
Marshall Road, were prepared for recording with the Middlesex Registry 
of Deeds. 


Names of abutting landowners for pole location hearings were furnished 
when requested. 


Board of Survey 


The following way was approved by the Planning Board, acting as a 
Board of Survey. 


Dawes Avenue—a portion of a way extending from Bigelow Avenue 
southwesterly about two hundred ten (210) feet. 


Building Department 

Surveys for the determination of street lines were made when re- 
quested. 
Cemetery Department 


_ Plans showing lotting restricted areas, etc. and corresponding surveys 
were made. 
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The annual locations and plans of all interments were made for record 
purposes. 
The Cemetery master plan was brought up to date. 


Collector of Taxes 


Description of land, title references and other data necessary in the 
preparation of certificates of dissolvements of tax liens were furnished 
to the Collector of Taxes; and information pertinent to lien certificates 
was provided as requested. 


Descriptions of land to be advertised for non-payment of taxes were 
prepared as requested. 


Conservation Commission 


Plans and slides of proposed takings for display purposes were pre- 
pared at the Annual Town Meeting. 

A 400 scale map of the Town was prepared, showing all properties, 
schools and Town owned lands. 

The Engineering Department is presently engaged in establishing 
permanent markers for the boundaries of the Smith Pond Area. 


Highway Department 

The construction program for curbing and granolithic sidewalks re- 
quired considerable engineering services this year. 

Engineering services were furnished for resurfacing of thirteen streets. 
Estimates for the 1969 resurfacing program were completed. 

Engineering services were provided for the paving of the Highway 
Yard. 

The construction program for new Accepted Ways, including Kirk 


Street, Sawmill Brook Road and Charles Road required extensive engineer- 
ing services. 


Considerable time was spent preparing plans, specifications and esti- 
mates for bidding purposes for the resurfacing of Highland Avenue. 
Inspection of the work was carried out by the Department’s Inspector. 

Lines for street markings and parking lots were furnished as required. 

Street layouts and acceptance plans were made of the following ways: 

Bradford Road—Layout 

Charles Road—Layout 

George Road—Layout 

Highland View Avenue—Layout of Portion 

Kirk Street—Layout of Portion 

Olive Street—Layout of Portion 

Sawmill Brook Road—Layout of Portion 

Engineering services were provided for the construction of drainage 
in Lockland Road Park land. 


A composite plan of the Town surface drainage system was Liye 
up to date. 
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Surveys were made and estimates of the cost of construction are 
being prepared for public hearings on the laying out and acceptance of 
Standish Lane, Patridge Lane, Berkshire Drive, portions of West Chardon 
Road, Pilgrim Drive, Thornberry Road and Nassau Drive. An estimate of 
the cost of construction of an unnamed street connecting Winter & 
Summer Streets is also being prepared. 

Information pertinent to Chapter 90 and other projects financed and 
controlled under the Accelerated Highway program, was furnished as 
needed. 


Park Department 


Seasonal layouts for baseball, football, swimming, soccer, etc. were 
made as requested. 


Plans, specifications, engineering services and supervision required a 
considerable amount of time by the Engineering Department for the 
reconstruction of the Mill Pond Island. 


Surveys to establish Park land boundaries were made when requested. 


Planning Board 

Information related to engineering requirements under the subdivision 
control law was furnished frequently to private engineers and developers. 

Estimates of subdivision construction costs to be used in establishing 
the amount of performance bonds or other surety were reviewed when 
requested. 

The Zoning Map of the Town was brought up to date. 


Information pertinent to the revision of the Zoning By-Laws was 
furnished when requested. 


Plans and Profiles of the following “ways” were approved by the 
Planning Board under the Subdivision Control law: 


Buckman Drive—a way extending from Ridge Street northeasterly 
about five hundred sixty-five (565) feet. 


Berkshire Drive—a way extending from the existing approved portion 
southeasterly about four hundred (400) feet to Thornberry Road. 


Pepperhill Drive—a way extending from Ridge Street southwesterly 
about one thousand (1000) feet to a proposed extension of Dunster Lane. 

Thornberry Road—a way extending from the existing approved portion 
northwesterly about one thousand sixty-three (1063) feet. 

Considerable time was spent in examining the plans of these layouts. 


School Department 

Surveys to establish school land boundaries were made when re- 
quested. 

Plans, specifications and engineering services were furnished for the 
resurfacing and extension of parking lots at Noonan School and Parkhurst 
School. 
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Plans and specifications were provided for the proposed sidewalk from 
Cross Street to the Muraco School and for the proposed extension of the 
present parking lot. Plans are being prepared for playground improvements 
at the Vinson-Owen School. 

Considerable time was spent in providing necessary information and 
plans for the Secondary School Building Committee. Engineering services 
were furnished for various phases of the site work for the proposed 
Senior High School building site and athletic field. 


Water & Sewer Department 
The master sewer plan of the Town was brought up to date. 


Engineering information necessary in estimating costs of all Water 
& Sewer building connections was furnished to the Water & Sewer 
Department. 

Water and Sewer main locations and plans showing various installa- 
tions are being made. 

Field engineering services necessary in determining suitable elevations 
of proposed sewer connections to buildings were furnished when notified 
by the Water & Sewer Department. 


Miscellaneous 


During the year various surveys were made and miscellaneous services 
provided for other departments and Town Officers. 


Considerable time was spent in preparing plans of various proposed 
projects, for presentation at the annual Town Meeting. 

Engineering information was furnished to the general public, lawyers, 
engineers, public service companies and others.

REPORT OF THE TREE WARDEN

Gentlemen: 

I respectfully submit the following annual report of Forestry Depart- 
ment activities. 

During the Spring and Fall of 1968, 20 trees were planted as Public 
Shade Trees. There were 14 Lindens, 1 Sugar Maple, 3 Pin Oaks and 2 
Cypress Obtusas, purchased and planted. 

The loss of Maples continued to be of great concern to the Department. 
45 Maples were lost primarily through disease. A continuing study is being 
made to ascertain the loss of Maples throughout the Commonwealth. 


REPORT OF SELECTMEN 145 


From 92 Elms tested, 32 were found to be affected with Dutch Elm 
disease. 22 of these diseased trees have been removed in 1968 and the 
remaining ten will be removed in 1969. 

Spraying service was furnished to property owners as requested. This 
program was provided by Town forces and Brine Tree Surgery Inc., the 
low bidder. Charges in the amount of $2,939.20 were committed to the 
Town Collector. The Department continued to care for trees along public 
ways. 

During the winter months, the Department furnished men and equip- 
ment for snow and ice removal. One five ton dump truck was purchased 
to replace a 1962 tree truck.

The Department consists of the Chief, four Captains, four Lieutenants, 
two Fire Alarm men, one Mechanic, one female Clerk, thirty-two Fire- 
fighters and five call men. 


During the past year Firefighter Paul J. Haggerty resigned after 
18 years of service to accept a more lucrative position. 


John M. McDonough and Joseph J. Egan have been appointed from 
the Civil Service list and Edward A. MacKenzie has been appointed pro- 
visionally pending the establishment of a new Civil Service list. 


I recommend that we add 6 more men to the Department so that we 
may meet the minimum requirements recommended by the National Fire 
Protection Association. In 1964, when the Town authorized a Committee 
to study the Fire Department, this requirement was also established by 
them, 


Apparatus 


All apparatus has been tested and found to be in good condition. 
Engine #2 was purchased this year and placed in service on August 12, 
1968. Old Engine #2 was turned over to Auxiliary Firefighter John Cleary, 
who, with the assistance of other public spirited citizens, hopes to restore 
it and use it as an antique. 

A Fire Prevention Car has been added to the Department. This 
vehicle was sorely needed and has added a great deal of prestige to the 
Officers on Fire Prevention work. 

A rebuilt motor is being placed in the Rescue Truck, that was purchased 
in 1955, hoping that. it will last a few more years. 


I recommend that. we appropriate and put aside about twenty thousand 
dollars per year for the next five years so that we can replace the 1948 
Ladder Truck and the Rescue Truck. 


Fire Alarm 


The Fire Alarm circuits have been tested every month. All auxiliary 
‘stations in the Schools and Town Hall have been tested. 
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The following Fire Alarm boxes were added to our system: 


Box #344 —Baldwin St. and Holton St. 
Box #3412—Scandia Co., Lowell St. 
Box #5411—Wildwood St. at Yale St. 
Box #544 —Pond St. at Brantwood Rd. 


The following Fire Alarm boxes were replaced with new Three-Fold 
boxes to make them compatible with our new Fire Alarm system: 


Box #148 —Mayflower Rd. and Plymouth Rd. 
Box #35 —Swanton St. and Cedar St. 

Box #232 —Fenwick Rd. 

Box #14 —Swan Rd. 

Box #145 —Henry St. at James St. 

Box #144 —Ridge St. at Dunster Lane 

Box #143 —Ridge St. at High St. 

Box #142 —Manomet Rd. and Arlington St. 


We replaced 400 feet of old wire and strung 3,600 feet of new 
aerial wire. 


We have in operation 96 Street boxes, 32 Master boxes and 5 Trans- 
mitter boxes. 


A scheduled maintenance procedure has been followed, such as, monthly 
testing of all Fire Alarm boxes, trimming trees near poles and wires, pole 
change-overs replacing racks and crossarms, grounding boxes, reworking 
aerial terminal boxes, inspecting new auxiliary systems, checking under- 
ground cable, polarizing boxes, maintenance and cleaning of Fire Alarm 
central office cabinets and console, maintenance of pole covers and local 
battery supply. 


The two Fire Alarm men have attended 32 hours of various Fire 
Alarm Schools, They have been called back from off duty 142 hours for 
emergency repairs. They have had 62 hours assistance from other Fire- 
fighters and have spent a total of 1,572 hours on the Fire Alarm system. 


The following work is planned for next year: continue and finish 
underground rebuilding, split circuit #3, rework underground cable system 
along Church St., replacing 3 pole boxes on Washington St. with pedestal 
boxes, add a recall attachment on the Fire Alarm console, replace some 
of the old overhead wires throughout the Town and add 4 Fire Alarm 
boxes to the system. ) 


Building 
Our station is in good condition, I do not foresee any immediate 
large expenditure other than ordinary maintenance. 
West Side Hill Station 


Once again I urge the Board ‘of Selectmen to initiate action for the 
construction of a fire station in. this area of the Town. I hope we don’t 
wait until we have to-pay dearly:in human lives; before action is taken. 
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Training 


Firefighters John M. McDonough and Joseph J. Egan completed a 
six weeks “Basic Firefighting Course” at the Central Massachusetts Fire 
Training Academy in Framingham. For this they received a certificate 
from the Massachusetts Department of Education.

Fire Prevention 


During Fire Prevention Week, with the assistance and co-operation 
of Superintendent of Schools, Dr. Donald A. Klemer and Principal, Richard 
Young of the Francis Muraco School, fire drills and fire prevention talks 
were conducted in all public and private schools. A fire extinguishment 
demonstration was conducted in all schools and a fire prevention movie 
was shown. A home fire prevention program was conducted by all ele- 
mentary grade students from kindergarten through the sixth grade. This 
program has resulted in the elimination of many fire hazards in the home. 


The Winchester Hospital, Hospital Annex and the Home for Aged 
have been inspected every three months according to law. 


Fire drills in all public and private schools have been conducted 
four times during the year. 


All schools, churches and clubs were inspected at least twice.

Auxiliary Fire Department 


The Auxiliary Fire Department consists of one Captain, one Lieuten- 
ant and 15 other members. 


Their equipment consists of: 1—500 G.P.M. Pumper and 1 Lighting 
Truck. Both of these vehicles are kept in top shape condition by the 
members at very little cost to the Town. At the present time ae are 
having difficulties recruiting new members. 


During the past year they responded to: 1 general alarm fire, 5 second 
alarms and 3 Mutual Aid Assistances. They spent approximately 80° hours 
shoveling snow away from hydrants and 115 hours pumping out cellars. 
For this assistance I am deeply grateful. 


In conclusion I wish to express my sincere gratitude for the cooperation 
of the permanent Firefighters, Officers, Callmen and Auxiliary Fire De- 
partment and also the cooperation of all Town Departments who assisted 
me in any way.

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REPORT OF WORKMEN’S COMPENSATION 


Board of Selectmen

The annual report of the Workmen’s Compensation Department for 
the year 1968 is herewith respectfully submitted: 


Twenty-two (22) employees of various departments received compen- 
sation payments as well as medical and hospital services during 1968, 
Compensation payments for this group amounted to $15,466.87. Medical 
costs amounted to $3,590.32 and hospital services $2,974.36, 


Forty-three (43) employees sustained injuries which required medical 
and hospital services but no loss of work. Medical costs for this group 
amounted to $2,400.13 and hospital services amounted to $679.45. 


One hundred and fifty-two (152) applications for employment with 
the various Town Departments were processed in 1968 and the employment 
applications and medical approval are on file in this office. 


The weekly rate of compensation for an employee incapacitated as a 
result of an industrial accident was increased from $62.00 to $65.00 per 
week on October 13, 1968 in accordance with the provisions of State 
Statute, Chapter 482 of the Acts of 1967. This increase in rate did not 
apply to employees injured prior to October 13, 1968. 


The Massachusetts Industrial Accident Board increased the per 
diem payment for hospital care from $56.02 per day to $67.70 effective 
October 1, 1968. 


The Massachusetts Industrial Accident Board established a schedule 
of payments for out-patient hospital care for the first time effective Octob- 
er 1, 1968. As a result, the Town is currently paying ninety-one per cent 
of the billed charge for these services. Formerly the Town paid the full 
amount. 


It became necessary for Mr. William P. Supple to relinquish the 
duties of Workmen’s Compensation Agent on July 1, 1968. Mr. Supple 
had most capably served as Agent for eighteen years since January 1, 
1950 in addition to his regular employment as Director of Public Welfare 
for the Town. On July 1, 1968 the Commonwealth assumed direct admini- 
stration of the Public Welfare system. Mr. Supple became an employee of 
the State on that date and could no longer serve as Compensation Agent 
for the Town. 


The present Compensation Agent expresses his sincere appreciation to 
Mr. Supple for his most able assistance and guidance, and to Doctor 
Hugh F. McCarthy, Town Physician, and to all of the Town Departments 
for their cooperation.

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Report of Cemetery Commissioners 


This has been another busy year in the operation of your Cemetery. 
In addition to the regular day by day operation the plan for improving 
and extending the area has been carried forward. Filling in, grading and 
seeding a half acre for new graves, and the laying of water pipe, 350 
feet of 8 inch pipe and 200 feet of 4 inch pipe, has been completed. 


As the town’s incinerator has been out of use it became necessary 
to find a place to dispose of the town’s leaves gathered by the Park and 
Highway Departments as well as the private gardeners. A large trench 
was dug by the Highway Department in the northwest section of our 
area, for the purpose of dumping leaves only. 


A new 3/4 ton truck was added to our equipment this year. We now 
have three trucks, one which carries a body for the collection of leaves 
six months of the year and can be used only for that purpose. During 
that period we now have two trucks available where previously with only 
one, which at times was called away on errands out of town, we were 
left without an available truck. 


The roof on the office and shop building has been replaced this year. 
A new piece of road has been rebuilt. As the roads in the Cemetery 
are in poor condition it is our plan to rebuild a section each year, with 
any water pipe replacements to be made at the side of the road. 


There were 119 interments this year with $17,005.00 from Permanent 
Care Funds added to that investment fund with the Commissioners of 
Trust Funds which now amounts to $346,508.41. From this fund $13,486.50 
will be available with the amounts listed below collected through the 
year, for credit to our 1969 budget, a total of $33,157.08.

The year 1968 was one of consolidation for the library. The final work 
on the addition, the cleaning up of a few odds and ends, was completed. 
An amount of $8,042.27 was returned to the town from the unexpended 
contingency fund. The librarian has become fully acclimated to her execu- 
tive position. The library has been running smoothly and, we hope, giving 
excellent service to the town. Beginning this fall, the opening hour was 
set back from 10:00 a.m. to 9:30 a.m. without adding to personnel. 


Culminating in an article in the Special Town Meeting November 14, 
agitation developed during the year for the preservation of the so-called 
“Cutting House.” The trustees have no objection to its preservation; in 
fact they might cheer for it. It has been their unchanging view over the 
years that the library setting would be enhanced by its removal to another

location, They continue to feel that way. The special town meeting voted 
to continue the vote of the town meeting held April 3, 1967, authorizing 
the selectmen to sell the house for $1.00. The purchaser is to remove the 
building from its present site and relocate it elsewhere at his own expense. 
We hope that those who wish its preservation will have the opportunity 
to pay the town the dollar. 


Various paintings which used to hang in the library were stored (or 
had previously been stored) during the renovation. Prompted by a request 
from the Insurance Committee for values for a fine arts policy, it was 
decided to have these professionally appraised. Upon completion of this 
appraisal, several paintings which had historical or sentimental value to 
the town were cleaned, repaired, and hung, and these are worth an inspec- 
tion. 


For some years, the library, through a provision in the Rich bequest, 
has offered prizes to high school students for essays on Civil War history. 
We have been disappointed in the number of entries in recent years. We 
are hopeful that with the cooperation of the School Department, the papers 
submitted can be increased and the competition thereby become more 
meaningful. 

We welcome suggestions from residents of the town for improvement 
in library services.

LIBRARIAN’S REPORT 


There are three overworked words in the language of the day which I 
am going to use to organize this report: Communication, Cooperation, and 
Relevance. Unless the public library is able to communicate with the com- 
munity it serves, its facilities will not see the use they deserve. Through 
cooperation the library works with and through other community agencies. 
And if it can prove relevant to the lives of its patrons, the library will be 
well used. 


Communication 


Through a series of monthly Staff Meetings running from January to 
June, we tried to improve the means of communication between the ad- 
ministration and the staff, between full-time and part-time workers, be- 
tween the Junior Library and the adult department, between the staff and 
the custodians. At each meeting there was at least one problem presented for 
discussion, suggestion, and eventual solution. These problems ranged from 
the utilitarian one of how to keep the Staff Room attractive, to the more

philosophical one of how to identify and make contact with those resid- 
dents of town who are not taking advantage of their public library facilities. 


Also great effort has been expended to improve communication with 
areas of our school system. The school librarians met three times during 
the year with the professional staff of the public library—to discuss the 
elementary school library program, to view the audio-visual media now 
considered part of any good school library, and to discuss mutual areas 
of concern in regard to assignments involving library materials, and over- 
lapping demands and provisions for instruction in use of libraries. Dr. 
Klemer, Superintendent of Schools, and the Head Librarian met soon after 
he assumed his duties to review existing cooperative ventures and to plan 
future projects. As a result the library purchased specific books for adult 
education courses, and an invitation was extended to the library staff to 
attend released-time teacher meetings and to register for in-service courses 
planned by the school department. 


For the second year the school department provided time for a visit 
and orientation session at the public library, as part of its pre-session pro- 
gram for all new teachers. We have found this meeting to be of mutual 
benefit. Often those teachers who have met our staff and have heard our 
problems explained are more cooperativé about giving advance notice of 
assignments and explaining their intentions in a given assignment. 


Through the efforts of Mrs. Comfort, Children’s Librarian, and Mrs. 
Sheeran, the elementary school library supervisor, units based on use of 
library materials have been scheduled so that each elementary school will 
have access to our materials at a different time. 


As has been the custom for several years, the two parochial schools in 
town arranged for their seventh grade classes to spend over an hour in the 
public library, at the time the students were transferred from the Junior 
Library to the adult department, for a tour, an explanation of rules and 
attitudes, and an opportunity to browse and choose books to be charged 
on their new adult cards. 


We continued weekly book reviews on the editorial page of the Win- 
chester Star to help keep the community informed of interesting additions 
to the collection other than books on the best seller list. The cooperation 
of the editor of the Star in publishing publicity on our weekly film programs, 
the weekly list of selected new book titles; and information on other pro- 
grams and exhibits in the library has aided communication with the com- 
munity. We are still searching for avenues by which we can communicate 
with more of the townspeople. 


Cooperation 


In an effort to take the library out of the building into the community, 
exhibits of books and other materials were arranged in the display areas of 
ten local businesses during National Library Week in April. A vivid poster 
asked, “When was the last, time you visited your public library?” The staff 
members who made arangements with the local merchants enjoyed the 
contacts and the interest shown.

After receiving a promise of cooperation from Troop 444 of Senior 
Girl Scouts, we announced that the library would provide service for 
shut-ins. Four Girl Scouts have supported this program by delivering and 
picking up books chosen by members of the library staff to meet the in- 
terests of those shut-ins who have contacted us. Our thanks to Melinda 
Clogston, Sara Dillon, Jane Roberts, and Deborah Wells. 


The three local garden clubs were asked in the spring to consider a 
plan whereby each would provide some spot of interest in the library on a 
rotation plan, All visitors have been delighted with the resulting plants and 
flower arrangements that have added a touch of color and life to our decor. 


To assist those interested in musical programs scheduled in the com- 
munity, recordings of the selections played by Mr. John Willis in his 
November piano concert to benefit the Creative Arts Center were made 
available in the library; we also purchased records and scores of the Gil- 
bert and Sullivan operetta The Gondoliers presented by the Staff and Key 
Society in December. 


En Ka Society has been most generous in providing sufficient funds 
for the purchase of new books for the Winchester Hospital Library and for 
providing a group of members who augment our bedside booktruck service. 
Mrs. Laban, the librarian in charge of special programs, gave an excellént 
training session in the fall to those interested in working with the hospital 
service. En Ka’s contribution toward materials for the Continuing Care 
Unit has been used to purchase subscriptions to the New York Times Large 
Type Weekly and the large type Reader’s Digest, and to provide puzzles 
and a Viewmaster with slides. So far CCU books have been a rotating col- 
lection from the library stock, but there are En Ka funds waiting to pro- 
vide a CCU library when the space and the shelving are available. 


The Recreation Committee of the town again provided the impetus for 
band concerts on Wednesday evenings during the summer on the library 
lawn. Also at the invitation of the Recreation Committee, Mrs. Comfort 
organized and trained a group of qualified local women who visited the 
summer playgrounds and told stories to the children there. We wish to 
extend our appreciation to Mrs. Robert Center, Mrs. Norman Girard, Mrs. 
Lee R. McGuire, Jr., Mrs. W. A. McKenzie, Jr., Mrs. Robert Millican, 
Mrs. Andrew Nichols, and Mrs. John Quarles, Jr., for the time and effort 
they volunteered for this demanding experiment. 


Still in preparation is a slide-tape of the public library to be used in 
seventh grade classrooms for which Mr. Thomas Morse, Coordinator of 
Instructional Aids and Special Programs of the school department, is pro- 
viding much advice, guidance and technical assistance. A tour to highlight 
the services and resources of the library has been scheduled by the Fort- 
nightly Literature Group and it is hoped that other groups will request 
similar tours. 


Relevance 


Though we have yet to attract every resident of town into the library 
to register for borrowing privileges, we have a sizeable group, representing 
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about half the town’s population, who have found the public library can 
contribute to their recreation and continuing education. 


The Junior Library serves our children from pre-school through the 
seventh grade. A few statistics will underscore the activity there: 


40 classes from the elementary schools (751 pupils) came to the library 
for stories and library instruction. 


10 pre-school Story Hour sections had 10 weekly sessions each (180 
children). 


The Children’s Librarian made 25 visits to elementary schools working 
chiefly with third, fifth, and sixth grade classes. 


Two Brownie groups ane one Girl Scout troop visited for instruction in 
library resources and use. 


Three pre-school groups under private auspices have made visits to the 
library. One, a Headstart group from Roxbury operating in town, comes once 
a week to choose books and to develop a lifetime library habit. 


Over 400 children signed up for our summer Scuba Diving Reading 
Program. A Magic Show at McCall Junior High in September rewarded 
those who persevered in the program. 


Weekly Story Hours for elementary grade youngsters attracted an 
average of 40 children per week throughout the summer, and at Halloween 
and Christmas we were inundated with capacity crowds for the special] 
Story Hours. ; 


A contest during April for bookmarks for favorite books attracted 300 
entries. 


Book lists by age groups have been made available throughout the year. 
One list of books on Racial Understanding has been used by two church 
groups for exhibit purposes and has been distributed to teachers throughout 
the school system, 


In addition Mrs. Comfort has started programs for the mothers of 
children attending Pre-School Story Hours to aid them in selecting their 
children’s reading and to teach them how to find their way in the wealth 
of resources available in the Junior Library. 


Not only children use the library. Many families have found the Film 
Programs relevant. Over 1500 children and nearly 300 adults were recorded 
as attending the 36 programs presented in the winter and fall. 


Since paperback copies of books seem to be with us to stay, we instituted 
a paperback rack in the lobby this fall. Having spent the summer acquiring 
titles for this rack, we are delighted to find we cannot keep it filled despite 
the fact we have over 150 individual copies and are adding titles as fast as 
we find suitable ones. | 


An increase in the circulation count of the adult department over last 
year’s figures shows added movement of books. What is more, on many 
evenings every carrel in the Quiet Reading Room is occupied, which under-

scores the added use of materials within the building. In order to cover the 
volume of requests for reference assistance it has been necessary to adjust 
our schedule to have on duty two reference librarians Monday through 
Thursday evenings. 


The Eastern Regional Public Library System has made it possible for 
us to locate almost all books requested on Interlibrary Loan since the sys- 
tem will purchase a title if it is not in the holdings of the Boston Public 
Library. 


Students, whether they be secondary or college, find the library rele- 
vant for their needs and challenge us with a multiplicity of library re- 
Search problems. With few exceptions they are most cooperative in helping 
us maintain a pleasant atmosphere for all who wish to enjoy the library 
and its materials. 


Staff Notes 


An ambitious program, such as has been outlined in the preceding 
pages, takes a dedicated staff. We feel ourselves most fortunate in the 
support the community gives the library. This strong support is reflected 
in the people we attract to our staff. 


During the year we had some personnel changes. Mrs. Haeussler, who had 
worked most diligently and successfully to up-date our holdings in record- 
ings and scores, continued on a part-time basis while studying for a 
Master’s degree in music. Because of the excellence of her work in that 
field, she and her husband were awarded the Aaron Richmond Scholarship 
for doctoral study, and she had to leave at the end of the year. Mrs. Ruth 
Dennett is taking over the responsibility of the music collection. To fill 
out Mrs. Haeussler’s hours and to carry on her duties other than the music 
collection, Sister Grace Famolari, a nun-librarian formerly at Marycliff 
Academy, worked until July. During the summer, Miss Annette Barford, 
an English librarian visiting the United States, worked at the library for 
six weeks and endeared herself to the staff. 


Mrs. Baiba Menke, who served most pleasantly and efficiently as our 
secretary, moved from town and terminated employment in August. Mrs. 
Marsha Bartolo, a member of the staff for several years, accepted the 
promotion to secretary, and has served well in this capacity. 


With the appointment of Mrs. Helen McKillop as Senior Library Assist- 
ant in charge of technical processing, we completed a reorganization 
planned last year with the Personnel Board. This plan is designed to give to 
supervisory clerical personnel many details of routine procedure formerly 
a part of professional responsibilities. 


Our staff has maintained professional contacts and responsibilities 
outside the library. Mrs. Roberts and Mrs. Laban attend meetings and re- 
view books for the Young Adult Cooperative Book Review Group of Massa- 
chusetts of which Mrs. Roberts is business manager. Mrs. Comfort and Mrs. 
Twitchell have alternated attending semi-monthly meetings of the Eastern 
Massachusetts Children’s Book Review Committee, and Mrs. Comfort is a 
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contributing reviewer to Appraisal, a publication which offers reviews of 
children’s science books written by a combination of librarians and 
scientists. 


The Eastern Regional Public Library System has provided a series of 
workshops to which we have sent representatives. Topics have included 
Children’s Story Telling, Business Reference, Programs for Young People, 
Programs for Leisured Adults, Weeding and Evaluating the Collection, and 
Public Library Service to Schools. 


Mrs. Roberts is on the Scholarship Committee of the New England 
Library Association and is the corresponding secretary of the Greater Bos- 
ton Public Library Administrators. Mrs. Laban is Chairman of the Program 
Committee of the Round Table of Librarians for Young Adults. 


Miss Elva Nelson attended a special two-day institute on the Machine 
Readable Cataloging Project of the Library of Congress sponsored by the 
American Library Association and held at Harvard University. 


Mrs, Roberts was one of 25 Massachusetts library directors who attended 
a Library Executive Development Workshop in May. This was made possi- 
ble through federal funds administered by the state Bureau of Library 
Extension. 


Staff members also attended meetings of the Charles River Library 
Club, the Massachusetts Library Association, the New England Library 
Association, and Mrs. Roberts attended the American Library Association 
Conference in Kansas City, Missouri, in June. 


Building Notes 


With the arrival of the shelving to form the third side of the Circula- 
tion Desk and the completion of casework for the Junior Library, we were 
operating with a completed addition. Most of the problems of additional 
maintenance had been identified and covered in the budget for 1968, but 
in order to coordinate the steam heat system of the old building with the 
hot water system of the new building, it became necessary to have a zone 
control system installed which provides steam pressure in the cold) weather 
sufficient for operation of the hot water converter in the new section. We 
also found it necessary to sign a maintenance contract for our heating 
system. 


A second coat of paint was applied to the whole exterior trim, and in- 
terior painting with a washable paint was begun. We hope to keep our attrac- 
tive appearance by scheduling rotating repainting of the interior over sev- 
eral years. 


Repointing of masonry both within and outside the old building was 
accomplished this year. A coat of drywall was applied on the chimney end 
of the building to seal out moisture. 


During the summer when the library was closed on Saturdays, staging 
was installed and all the high light fixtures were washed and the bulbs 
were replaced.

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Report of the Personnel Board 


Foreword 


The responsibilities of the Personnel Board are: 


1. To make recommendations to the Town Meeting with regard to all 
actions on personnel, matters. 


2. To implement the actions of the Town Meeting through the admin- 
istration of the Personnel Policy Guide and the Compensation Plan. 


3. To carry out research on area wage and working conditions. 


4. To coordinate the collective bargaining activities of all organized 
groups. 


5. To serve in an advisory capacity to the School Committee and 
Board of Selectmen who are designated as the “municipal employer”, and 
are responsible for conducting negotiations with organized groups in the 
town work force. 


6. To represent the interests of all non-organized town employees. 


7. To systematically review the town’s personnel policies and make 
recommendations for change and improvement. 


Organization 


The Board is presently comprised of Robert C. Ericson, Chairman; 
Nelson M. Bell, Alexander J. Fay, Samuel J. Reid and Ralph V. Wilhelm. 
Executive Secretary is Mrs. Phyllis Berry Webber. Due to the constantly 
increasing work load as a result of Collective Bargaining, it has been 
necessary to increase the weekly hours of the Executive Secretary to an 
average of 25 hours per week and to engage a Collective Bargaining Sec- 
retary to take minutes of Bargaining Sessions. Mr. David F. Choate, Jr. 
retired after giving an extra year of his time and efforts to the Board 
over and above his three-year term. The Board gratefully expresses its 
sincere appreciation of Mr. Choate’s conscientious service. 


The Board meets regularly on Monday night at 8:00 p.m. from Sep- 
tember 1 to June 1 and as required during the summer months. During the 
past year the Board held 36 meetings with Department Heads, other Town 
Boards and individual employees. All members of the Board serve indi- 
vidually on all Bargaining Sub Committees dealing with organized groups. 
Evans Associates, our Municipal Personnel Consultants, assisted in a study 
of two positions in the Cemetery and Park Departments to resolve job 
ratings that had been challenged in Collective Bargaining. 


Town Meeting Action 


At the annual town meeting, the Board recommended and the Town 
Meeting approved the following percentage increases (five of which were 
as a result of Collective Bargaining): 
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1. Collective Bargaining Units 


Town Employees Association 7.0% 
(4% plus 9c per hour) 

Firefighters Association 8.2% 
School Secretaries Association 7.0% 


(plus upgrading one classification

Food Service Workers 7.0% 
2. Groups under Jurisdiction of Personnel Board 

Police 12.3%

S-1 through S-8—equivalent to 
approximately 5.1%) 


The Board also recommended and the Town Meeting approved several 
position reclassifications; added twenty new positions to the Compensa- 
tion Plan, and revised the format of the Compensation Plan so that the 
various schedules correspond with the scope of the various bargaining 
units. The total cost to the town of the above actions was approximately 
$200,000. 

The Town also adopted for all employees the Extended Benefit Medical 
and Surgical Plan. The cost of additional coverage, $1,300 per month, is 
being paid equally by Town and Employee. 

Several revisions in the Personnel Policy Guide were agreed upon by 
the several Bargaining Units in their contracts and approved by Town 
Meeting Action. 

In addition, Collective Bargaining Agreements negotiated and signed 
by the Board of Selectmen with the Town Employees Association and the 
International Association of Fire Fighters Local 1564; and by the School 
Committee and the School Secretaries Association, the School Food Ser- 
vices Association, and the School Custodians Association won Town Meet- 
ing Approval. 


Conclusion 


The Personnel Board is impressed with the high caliber of all parts 
of our town work force. We have met them across the bargaining table 
and have been impressed with the sincerity and common sense of their 
proposals. We can report that bargaining has been conducted in an at- 
mosphere of respect and mutual confidence. We believe it is an important 
achievement that the Town has arrived at fair settlements at the bar- 
gaining table and avoided the impass situations that are so much a part 
of the current scene in public employment. 
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The favorable climate of employee relations which we enjoy in the 
Town of Winchester has resulted from the efforts of many individuals 
and Town Boards. The Personnel Board would like to particularly recog- 
nize the cooperation of the School Committee and the Board of Selectmen. 
Their commitment to a uniform, townwide personnel policy has been an 
important factor in our successes in collective bargaining. The Board also 
acknowledges the contributions made by the Comptroller, James Costello, 
Henry Perry of the School Department, and Edward J. Donnelly, Executive 
Secretary of the Board of Selectmen.

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Report of the Northeast Metropolitan 
Regional Vocational School District 


Due to construction delays the scheduled opening for the school build- 
ing has been set approximately for January 1, 1970, rather than for Sep- 
tember, 1969. To date, the construction is 40% completed and 20% of 
the equipment has been purchased. 


Winchester’s allotted share of the 1969 budget of $561,230.58 is set 
at 7.03% or $39,454.51. It should be pointed out that subsequent budget 
requests will reflect refunds of 50% of the operation budget and 100% 
of the transportation budget. 


Guidance counselors and school principals of the 12-town district 
have received descriptions of the admission requirements and of the 
curriculum courses. Briefly, admission to the Regional Vocational School 
requires: 1) Completed application form with parents’ signature to be 
returned to local guidance office. 2) Completion of Vocational-Technica]l 
pre-test. 3) Applicant interview. 4) Completion of Grade 8. 


The curriculum provides a Trade and Industrial Program for boys 
and girls in grades 9-12, and a Graduate Technical Program for boys and 
girls in grades 13 and 14. The Trade and Industrial program offers the 
following courses: Auto Body, Auto Repair, Carpentry, Cabinetmaking, 
Applied Design*, Food Trades*, Basic Electronics*, Electricity*, Machine 
Shop, Machine Drafting*, Graphic Arts*, Advanced Machine, Metal Fabri- 
cation, Sheet Metal, Painting and Decorating*, Electronic Accounting’, 
Plumbing, Cosmetology*. In the Graduate Technical program will be 
courses in Data Processing*, Dental Assistant*, Medical Assistant*, Ad- 
vanced Electronics*, Machine Design*, Licensed Practical Nurse*, Tool 
and Die. 


(Asterisks denote courses open to girls and boys.) 


The above program leads to the development of skills required for 
employment in the various occupations. It should be remembered that every- 
course is accompanied by the technical mathematics, science, and drawing 
related to the occupation. Above and beyond this, high school English 
and Social Studies will be included. Certain of the courses also require. 
aptitudes for algebra, geometry, trigonometry, and physics classes that 
will be offered. 


The opening of the Vocational School will offer to a certain number 
of Winchester students a modern, fully equipped building with a program 
directed toward a meaningful useful education.

At year end 1968 the department is responsible for the care and main- 
tenance of: 


504,793 feet of water main 
407,482 feet of sewer system, and 
5,818 individual services. 


Responsibility also remains for the maintenance and policing of the 
North, Middle and South Reservoirs, composed of 200 acres of water shed 
surrounding 208 acres of water surface, care and operation of four pump- 
ing stations, two standpipes, three chemical treatment stations, five regu- 
lating valves and three master meters. 
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During 1968 new water mains were installed in East St., Johnson Rd. 
opposite Hawthorne, Johnson Road, Amberwood Estates, Wildwood Ceme- 
tery, Buckman Drive, Windemere Road, Pepper Hill Estates and Holton 
St. This amounted to 2,589 feet of water main, 21 gates—3 hydrants and 
52 water services. 


New sewer mains were installed (1,414 feet) in Pepper Hill Estates, 
Buckman Drive, Windemere Road, Johnson Road opposite Hawthorne Rd., 
Johnson Rd. and Amberwood Estates. 


Two residential developments were added to the system during 1968 
accounting for 1,175 feet of water mains and 3 gates which are reflected 
in the above totals. 


In continuation of the Department’s cleaning and lining program 7,219 
linear feet of pipe in Washington Street was cleaned and lined. 


In its program of providing service to the Town 1,296 miscellaneous 
orders were completed from January 1st 1968 through December 13th. 


The Board wishes to express its appreciation to the other Town depart- 
ments for the help they have given during this year, and particularly to 
the members of this department for the loyalty and cooperation that they 
have shown to the Town, in giving the people of Winchester the service 
they require.

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Report of the Board of Health 


The Board of Health hereby submits its annual report for the 
year 1968. 


General 


If 1968, according to the Chinese calendar, was the year of the Monkey, 
then surely 1968 in Winchester was the year of the Pigeon. Many hours 
were spent by the Director, the Board Members, and numerous other 
Town Officials pursuing the problem presented by our feathered friends. 
In the final analysis and by unanimous consent of the November 14, 1968 
Special Town Meeting, $2,600.00 was appropriated for Pigeon Control. The 
program, using a chemical, Entrex, which not only deters roosting but 
eliminates the pigeon population, was instituted during the last few 
weeks of 1968. Preliminary results are encouraging. 


Mosquitoes also were the recipients of our beneficence. Again without 
dissent, the Annual Town Meeting approved a mosquito control program 
requested by a number of citizens. In April and May, a larvacidal treat- 
ment was conducted throughout the town and from June through August 
periodic town-wide spraying was effected. This, too, proved to be success- 
ful. Both the pigeon and mosquito control programs will be continued 
in 1969 and subsequent years. 


The Board was not totally preoccupied by winged creatures. In June 
1968, because of excess bacterial content in the water, it became neces- 
sary to temporarily close Leonard Pool. This of necessity caused considerable 
inconvenience and resulted in a number of meetings between concerned 
parents and various Town Boards and officials. Happily, the situation was 
resolved. Many suggestions for improvement were received, particularly 
from the mothers, and it is our intent and hope that these constructive 
criticisms may be implemented in 1969. 


The day-to-day activity of the Health Office continued. In recent 
years, we have tried whenever possible to avoid issuing abatement orders 
when violations exist. Instead, we have tried on a personal basis to discuss 
the problem and urge voluntary compliance. It is a source of satisfaction 
to us and a tribute to the citizens of Winchester that, except in rare 
instances, this approach has been eminently satisfactory. 


During the period of July-October, a major breakdown of the municipal 
incinerator occurred. This required emergency action to be taken in 
regard to the disposal of refuse during this period. Under the super- 
vision of the Board, a sanitary landfill was established and maintained 
at the area adjacent to the ash cage. 


Representation of the Board continues on the Town’s “Committee on 
New Concepts of Educational and Therapeutic Needs.” During the past 
year, CONCERN has been meeting to coordinate efforts of community 
resources to develop an understanding of the entire problem of drug

abuse and other related problems and their solutions. Programs have 
been, and will continue to be, presented periodically. A Post Office Box 
293 for CONCERN has been established and the entire community is 
encouraged to cooperate and participate in this important program. 


The Board maintains representation with the Winchester Aberjona 
River Watershed Committee, which was established by the 1967 Annual 
Town Meeting. Among the programs with which the committee (whose 
detailed report can be found elsewhere in this annual report) has had 
involvements are a flow augmentation study of the watershed area, and 
the piping of the river in the new high school play field area, recon- 
struction of the Mill Pond Island, and improvement of the Davidson 
Park area. 


Health Services 


The biological station maintained at the Board of Health Office and 
at Hevey’s Pharmacy continues to service the needs of the local physicians 
and the Well Baby Clinic for all immunizing agents supplied by the 
State Laboratory, (Wasserman, stool culture, throat culture and sputum 
culture kits are also available for use by local physicians to send speci- 
mens to the State Laboratory). Thanks to the volunteer members of the 
Winchester Visiting Nursing Association (WVNA) supplies are picked up 
at the State Laboratory and our biological station is adequately main- 
tained for local needs. 


During the past year four tuberculin Tine testing clinics were held 
under the medical supervision of Dr. Roger M. Burgoyne. A total of 108 
skin tests for T.B. were given. There was one positive reactor. 


Well child clinics were held on Thursday afternoons except during 
July and August. At these clinics pre-school children received immuniza- 
tions against diphtheria, pertussis, tetanus, poliomyelitis, measles and 
smallpox. Physical examinations were also conducted. These clinics are 
staffed by a health nurse, volunteers from the members of the Board of 
the WVNA and Girl Scouts from the local community. The medical care 
is provided by Dr. Burgoyne who has been the clinic physician for many 
years. This year there has been a decrease in the numbers attending 
clinic and some of this is due to Medicaid. 


The annual mobile x-ray unit was here on May 8, 1968. A total of 525 
chest x-rays were done at this clinic. There were also 49 T.B. Tine tests 
given on this day to foodhandlers under 19 years of age. 


Two flu clinics were held for town employees on October 16th and 
November 13th. The costs for these clinics were borne by participating 
town employees. A total of 75 people received the flu vaccine. 


The annual rabies prevention clinic was held on June 8th under the 
direction of Dr. William E. Johansen. A total of 450 dogs received the 
vaccine. 

The WVNA also made 473 home visits under the Board of Health 
program. These include visits to premature infants, communicable disease, 
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maternity, newborn, and health guidance visits to families who attend 
clinic. 


The Health nurse made visits four times weekly to the two parochial 
schools under the Board of Health program. Vision and hearing tests 
were given in these schools. Out of 338 vision tests there were 36 failures. 
Thirty-one of these students were examined by an eye specialist and ac- 
cepted as correct referrals. A total of 333 students were given puretone 
audio-metric tests and thirteen failed the test. Eight of these were seen 
by physicians and accepted as correct referrals. During the school year 
which ended in June, 105 physical examinations were performed at St. 
Mary’s by Dr. Charles E. Rooney.

Dental 


Dental Clinic services were continued at the start of this year with 
the same program but with increased emphasis on maintenance and pre- 
vention. Services were provided by Dr. Donald S. Sherman, Dental Clinic 
Pedontist with the assistance of Mrs. Gloria Monterissi, and Mrs. Jeanne 
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Lavelle, Staff Hygienist. Applicants were evaluated by a financial means 
test. The children with the greatest degree of need were seen first. All 
patients were required to maintain a high standard of oral hygiene. 


After initial treatment, the patient was recalled approximately six 
months later. The hygienist again cleaned the teeth, re-applied fluoride, 
and took appropriate x-rays. The purpose of the recall system is to place 
emphasis on prevention of dental problems and to maintain the patient 
in good dental health. It also helps avoid development of extensive dental 
health problems. 


Implimentation of Medicaid in September saw a considerable reduction 
in patient load. If a patient is eligible for the dental clinic of the Town 
of Winchester, the patient is also eligible for Medicaid. The means test 
of the Board of Health requires a higher income than that required for 
a patient to be eligible for Medicaid. The Board of Health initiated a 
program of orderly transfer of patients to private dentists for routine 
care. The Board elected to place emphasis on one of prevention and 
dental health education. 


In view of this change, we then explored with the School Department 
a possible joint program of Dental Health Education and Prevention. To 
this end, a dental survey is currently being conducted by the Harvard 
School of Dental Medicine to determine the needs of our community. 
Once the results of this survey are available, it is anticipated that the 
Board of Health will make recommendations to the School Department 
as to the program which may best serve the community interests. The 
Board of Health has included in its 1969 budget the necessary funds to 
implement such a program as may be decided upon at this time. 


The Board acknowledges with thanks the guidance and consultation 
received from the staff of the Harvard School of Dental Medicine and 
in particular, Dr. James Dunning and Dr. Myron Allukian. We also 
appreciate the cooperation received from Dr. Donald Klemmer and his 
staff in investigating such a program. The Board also acknowledges the 
continued high caliber of service and the cooperation in the formation 
of this program by Dr. Sherman and his assistant, Mrs. Monterissi, as 
well as the hygienist Mrs. Lavelle. 


The responsibility for the supervision of this clinic has remained 
primarily with Dr. Lawrence F. Quigley, Jr... member of the Board, who 
is a practicing orthodontist in Winchester and orthodontic research 
affiliate at Forsyth Dental Center.

Report of Board of Park Commissioners 


While the principal function of the Park Department is the beauti- 
fication and maintenance of the parks, playgrounds, school grounds and 
recreational areas (totaling in excess of two hundred and six acres) as well 
as the care and upkeep of the Aberjona and Horn Pond Brook waterways, 
each year the department undertakes a number of major projects that 
contribute to the enhancement of the town’s offerings to its citizens. 


During the past year the following projects were completed: 


1. A chain link fence approximately 1600’ long was installed at the 
Packer tennis courts replacing the original light gauge fence. 


2. Each of the four newest courts were resurfaced. 


3. The wells at Leonard Pool have been cleaned and the waterpump 
overhauled, at a cost of $783.00. 


4. Dams on the Aberjona River at Cross Street and Davidson Park 
area have been repaired and the cement retaining walls have been repointed. 


5. The acquisition of a parcel of land belonging to Charles E. Mason, 
Jr. located at the north end of Leonard Pool parking lot was taken by 
eminent domain at an appraised cost of $1142.40 plus $95.20 for taxes. 


6. The landscaping of the senior High School and six elementary 
schools by the Davey Tree Expert Company under the supervision of 
Moriece & Gary Landscape Architects has been completed. 
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7. The regrading of the bank along the Horn Pond Brook at Lynch 
Junior High School resulted in the gain of ten feet of additional play area. 


8. New permanent playground equipment has been installed by the 
Park Department at the Elizabeth MacDonald playground. 


9. Funds provided by the Winchester Lions Club made possible the 
construction of a band stand by the Park Department for use by the 
Recreation Committee on the sloping lawn at the rear of the library. 


10. A new clay surface 200’x85’ has been installed on the skating rink 
at the rear of the Knights of Columbus Hall. 


Projects to be continued: 


1. The cleaning, grading, and landscaping of the Aberjona River will 
continue as funds are made available. 


2. The construction of the cribbing and riprapping around the Mill 
Pond Island is completed, landscaping has been deferred until spring. 


Projects to be undertaken: 


1. The dredging, grading, and landscaping of Davidson Park in co- 
operation with the Aberjona Watershed Committee will be started next 
year. 


2. A sixty foot retaining wall on the westerly side of Leonard Pool 
will be constructed in the spring of 1969. 


3. A retaining wall approximately 450’ long will be constructed from 
the rear of the bathhouse on Leonard Field to the end of Park property 
at Cross Street. This wall is intended to stop the erosion of the banking 
at the rear of the properties on Collamore Street. 


4. The installation of a five foot high one hundred foot long chain 
link fence at the rear of the homes on Nathaniel Road leading to Leonard 
Pool as requested by the property owners will be done in the spring of 1969. 


We expect to install two cement block field houses for storage of 
Recreation Department equipment on MacDonald and West Side Play- 
grounds. It is our understanding that the Little League Organization plan 
to construct a cement block building on Ginn Field for its use and the use 
of the Recreation Department. 


Once again the Park Department wishes to acknowledge the fine spirit 
of cooperation it enjoys with the other Town Departments and organiza- 
tions.

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Report of the Board of Public Welfare and 
Bureau of Old Age Assistance _ 


The Board of Public Welfare and Bureau of Old Age Assistance sub- 
mits herewith the final report for the six months’ period ending June 
30, 1968. 


Under the terms of Chapter 658 of the Acts of 1967, the local Board 
of Public Welfare was abolished as of June 30, 1968; and the local 
welfare department became the Winchester Welfare Service Office under 
the direct control of the Commonwealth of Massachusetts Department of 
Public Welfare who assumed the entire cost of grants in. aid and the 
cost of administration, as of July 1, 1968. 


General Relief 


General Relief is an assistance program administered by your local 
Board of Public Welfare to aid persons who do not qualify for Old Age 
Assistance, Disability Assistance, Aid to Families with Dependent Children, 
and Medical Assistance. On January 1, 1968 we were aiding four cases 
under General Relief with a weekly assistance payroll of $71.85. On June 
30, 1968 we were aiding five cases with a weekly payroll of $131.15. In 
addition to the financial assistance given, these cases received medical 
assistance for all of their medical needs. The State reimbursed Win- 
chester for 20% of the entire amount expended. 


AID TO FAMILIES WITH DEPENDENT CHILDREN 


- Aid to Families with Dependent Children has as its primary purpose, 
the care, support, and services to children under eighteen years of age, 
or under twenty-one years of age if regularly attending school and who 
have been deprived of parental support by reason of unemployment, death, 
divorce, desertion, or serious illness, and who is living with a parent, parents 
or certain other relatives. As of January 1, 1968, we were aiding nineteen 
cases with forty-seven eligible children. On June 30, 1968 we were aiding 
twenty-five cases with fifty-eight children. The Federal participation in 
Aid to Families with Dependent Children amounts to $22.00 per month 
for each eligible parent and child. The State reimbursed 1/3 of the 
entire monthly expenditure. 


Aid to Permanently and Totally Disabled Persons 


This Program commonly referred to as “Disability Assistance’ is a 
money payment program for needy persons between the ages of eighteen 
and sixty-five who are determined to be physically or mentally disabled 
by an impartial State Medical Review Team. On January 1, 1968 we 
were aiding fourteen cases under Disability Assistance; as of June 30, 1968 
we were aiding seventeen cases. Federal reimbursement amounts to $50.00 
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per month, per case. The State reimburses Winchester an amount to- 
gether with the Federal reimbursement amounts to 75% of the total 
assistance expenditures. 


Old Age Assistance 


Old Age Assistance is designed to assist needy persons, sixty-five 
years of age and over, who are residents of the Commonwealth. On 
January 1, 1968 we were aiding forty-seven cases under the program. 
As of June 30, 1968 the number of cases had been reduced to forty-four. 
Federal reimbursement in Old Age Assistance amounts to $50.00 per 
month per case; and the Commonwealth reimburses 70% of the non- 
Federal share. 


Medical Assistance 


Medical Assistance provides medical care to Old Age Assistance cases, 
Aid to Families with Dependent Children cases, Disability Assistance cases. 
In addition medical care is provided for persons under twenty-one years 
of age, persons sixty-five years of age and over, and those persons who 
would be eligible for one of the assistance programs, except for excess 
income or personal property. On January 1, 1968 we were aiding two 
hundred twenty-one cases with eight hundred twenty children; one 
hundred two cases of persons over sixty-five; and fifty-three cases who 
are categorically related to one of the assistance programs. The Federal 
reimbursement amounts to 50% of the total amount expended. The 
Commonwealth of Massachusetts reimburses Winchester for 2/3rds of 
the non-Federal share. 


The Board of Public Welfare wishes to acknowledge with sincere 
appreciation the cooperation of the other departments within the Town; 
and the generosity of the various private organizations in Winchester who 
graciously provided Summer campships for many children, and who made 
Christmas much brighter for many of our less fortunate people. 
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Report of the Civil Defense 


Early in the year the department, and town tragically lost through 
death our Deputy Director Donald J. Fritch. Jerry had done a truly 
dedicated and outstanding job for a number of years. His replacement is 
certainly difficult and to date we still have not filled this position. 


Walter A. Finneran was appointed Communications Director/Radio 
Officer for Civil Defense. In addition to holding our customary radio drills 
once a week and repairing some equipment, he has been instrumental in 
obtaining some new members for his section. 


The Auxiliary Police Department now consists of fifteen men: Chief, 
Captain, two Sergeants and eleven Patrolmen. There have been two resig- 
nations during the past year but a drive for new members initiated in 
March has resulted in the appointment of four new men. A total of ap- 
proximately 4000 man hours were donated by these men during the year 
on church traffic duty and other special details assigned by Chief Derro. 
A new program was started during the summer in which Auxiliary Police 
accompanied our Regular Police on patrol car duty on Friday and Saturday 
nights. This successful program is expected to increase in the coming 
year. , 


Auxiliary Fire Department members this year responded to: 1 general 
alarm, 5 second alarms and made 3 mutual assistance out of town trips. 
In addition, 80 hours were spent shoveling out fire hydrants and 115 hours 
pumping out flooded cellars within the town. Many hours in addition 
were spent in repair and maintenance of the Auxiliary Fire Station and 
of course the upkeep and improvement of the two Auxiliary engines, Each 
year more and more use is found for the unique lighting engine in both 
emergency and public service. The program to enlist new members is pro- 
gressing slowly, but hopefully this will improve. At the initiation of these 
men, State Legislation has been submitted to generally cover volunteer 
Civil Defense personnel and their families when they are performing civil 
duty other than in a state of emergency or during training exercises. 


The Surplus Property Program (State and Federal) has been very 
successful this year, as usual, in obtaining many thousands of dollars in 
excess property for use within the town. This year we were fortunate to 
acquire many pieces of heavy equipment at a fraction of their original 
cost.

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Report of the Planning Board 


This 54th annual report comes at a time when change is a key word 
in civic affairs throughout the country and Winchester is no exception. 
It is too early to gage the full impact on the economy of Winchester Center 
caused by the new shopping mall in Burlington, but some effects are clearly 
evident. Further planned commercial development just north of the town 
line on Cambridge Street in Woburn has additional implications for Win- 
chester’s economy. The steady migration of large families into Winchester 
continues to swell the school population in spite of declining birth rates. 
This same factor is causing increasing demands for recreational facilities. 
At the same time older families and elderly persons are leaving their 
large homes and seek suitable rental housing which is in extremely short 
supply. Along with all these factors, a steady increase in the number of 
motor vehicles using our streets and parking facilities cause increasing 
congestion and traffic hazards. Clearly, the need for wise and far sighted 
planning is urgent if the values of the community which have made it 
so attractive to its citizens are to be preserved. 


MASTER PLAN 

The Board considers the development of a comprehensive master plan 
for Winchester essential as a guide to enable the Town Meeting to imple- 
ment sound planning. As previously reported, the population growth study 
and land use study have been completed, and during this year a Future Land 
use study has been essentially completed. Enactment of a revised Zoning 
By-Law and Map, establishment of a comprehensive Capital Outlay Pro- 
gram and development of an overall street layout for the remaining un- 
developed areas of town are major elements of the Master Plan still to be 
accomplished. 


ZONING 

It was hoped that the revised Zoning By-Law and Map would have 
been presented and enacted during 1968. In retrospect, the complexities 
of this task were underestimated, but the goal is clearly in sight. As this 
report is written, Preliminary drafts of the proposed new Zoning By-Law 
have been distributed to those town officials directly concerned, and should 
be presented to a Special Town Meeting very shortly after the Annual 
meeting. 

The Board has held special meetings throughout the year, in addition to 
its regular meetings, for the express purpose of working with our con- 
sultant on the task. The fundamental reasons which require a new Zoning 
Law are the very factors which have made the process so complex. The 
existing Zoning Law was originally enacted in 1924 and was one of the 
first to be enacted in the country. It was drawn with virtually no back- 
ground of experience anywhere, with Zoning. The fact that it has served 
the community as well as it has, is a remarkable tribute to the vision of 
those who originated it and those others who have amended it from time 
to time. Its basic structure and concepts, however, were derived in an era 
when many families did not own an automobile and very, very few owned 
more than one. At that time much of the town’s land area was still de- 
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voted to agriculture and a significant number of citizens were employed in 
industries located here. In addition, Zoning itself, as a legal concept has 
undergone gradual but important changes through changes in the enabling 
laws and through court interpretation. 

The board’s recommended Zoning By-Law will give Winchester an 
up-to-date law that removes ambiguities, incorporates the best and most 
current means of regulating land use, and should significantly help the 
town to achieve maximum value from its land measured in both economic 
and human terms, over a period of years. Immediate benefits should come 
in the form of better correlation with the Building Code, and with more 
specific and workable direction for the Board of Appeal. 

It is our hope that the new By-Law will be enacted shortly after this 
report is in print. It is our intention to pursue vigorously the development 
of the Capital Outlay Program immediately after zoning is enacted, and 
believe that achievement of street layouts for remaining undeveloped areas 
is a possible goal for 1969. This means that Winchester should have a 
workable Master Plan by the next annual town meeting. 


SUBDIVISIONS 

Since the town enacted the subdivision control law in 1954, the Plan- 
ning Board has granted definitive approval to 36 subdivision plans, in- 
volving 719 lots (of which 629 have been released) and 8.92 miles of roads. 
1968 proved to be a busy year in this respect. During the past year several 
proposed subdivisions of land were presented to this Board by developers 
requiring provisions for roads, drainage, sewer and water facilities in com- 
pliance with the Subdivision Control Law and the Rules and Regulations. 
Many lot plans were endorsed to certify that approval under the Sub- 
division Control Law was not required, and a number of lots were re- 
leased for building purposes within subdivisions upon completion of work 
required under subdivision control. This work, with its requirement for 
application and interpretation of law and sound engineering principles 
in the interest of public welfare and the Town of Winchester, continues 
to consume much of our time. 


SCHOOLS 

Since the high school building program is well on its way to providing 
a long range solution to the problem of housing the town’s secondary 
schools, attention must now focus on the elementary school problem. At this 
time the Elementary School sub-committee of the Permanent Building 
Committee has not submitted a report defining a long range program to 
meet elementary school building needs. Preliminary indications are that 
serious overcrowding in the Mystic and Wyman schools can be handled 
by major additions to each. Both sites are seriously overcrowded, however, 
and must be expanded by acquiring adjacent lands before expansion of the 
buildings can be undertaken. 

In addition, every other elementary school is operating at very close 
to capacity, if not already exceeding it. Except for the Washington School, 
where the town has already taken steps to acquire land in the vicinity to 
expand the site, none of the older elementary school sites meets present 
day minimum requirements for the existing buildings. Clearly then, as the 
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predictable growth in elementary school enrollment occurs, expansion of 
several other elementary schools seems inevitable. 

Expansion of the sites in most cases can only be accomplished in most 
cases by acquiring lands now occupied by homes. The Planning Board has 
given this problem considerable preliminary study. When the long range 
needs of the elementary educational program have been translated into 
actual building needs, the Board will make recommendations for sites. 
Until these needs are determined the Board feels that land should only be 
acquired adjacent to existing sites where the need seems obvious and 
when the property is offered for sale. The townspeople generally, and 
the town meeting in particular, must be prepared to accept the fact that 
taking of some homes seems unavoidable at some point in the near future 
if the present educational policies are to be implemented for an increased 
elementary school population. 


LAND FOR OTHER PUBLIC USE 

The present land use map of Winchester clearly shows one disturbing 
pattern that must be corrected soon, if it is to be corrected at all. Over 
one third of the town’s area lies west of Cambridge Street, but less than 
2.5% of the town’s park or other public open land has been provided there. 
For years the townspeople have viewed the wide open spaces on the west 
side hill and been lulled into feeling they will always be there. At the 
present rate of development, however, it is obvious that in a few short 
years it will be irrevocably committed to residential development. 

The Planning Board is painfully aware of the rising cost of town gov- 
ernment and the extremely heavy burden on the taxpayer. And yet, re- 
taining open space for recreational and other purposes may be as im- 
portant as maintaining the quality of our school system in helping to pre- 
serve the amenities which have been so fundamental to the values of 
Winchester. 

We feel that the town missed a golden opportunity when it failed to 
acquire land for conservation purposes at the last annual Town Meeting. 
Final recommendations have not yet been received from the Conservation 
Committee; but the Planning Board generally favors taking land in the 
west side of Town while it is still vacant and available, when such takings 
are part of a well considered plan to provide the green space needed in 
this area. 


LAND ACQUISITION 

In 1968 the Board actively pursued its policy of recommending to the 
Town, through the Selectmen, the acquisition of properties deemed neces- 
sary for the expansion or establishment of public facilities such as schools, 
recreational areas, parking facilities, etc., as indicated by its land use 
studies, or for specific needs determined by other Boards and Committees. 
This policy provides, in part, that where the property in question is de- 
veloped (built upon), acquisition should take place at that time when the 
current owner was disposed to sell, and that the transaction should be 
accomplished by mutual agreement of the property owner and the Town. 

The Annual Town Meeting and the Special Town Meeting of Novem- 
ber, 1968 voted the acquisition of five parcels of land, four of which were 
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actually acquired in 1968: (1) adjacent to the Mystic School site; (2) 
adjacent to the Washington School site; (3) adjacent to the Wyman School 
site; (4) adjacent to the parking facilities at Winchester Place. The re- 
maining site, on which negotiations were initiated, is adjacent to the Vin- 
son-Owen School site. 

As mentioned earlier, the Annual Town Meeting failed to vote the ac- 
quisition of two parcels of land for conservation purposes at Grove Place 
and Canal Street, and one for expansion of the Leonard Field site. 

Under the final section of this report, “Recommendations”, are our 
proposals for acquisition of properties by the Town, through the Select- 
men, in 1969. 

RECOMMENDATIONS 

The following are recommendations that are being made to the Town, 
through the Selectmen, by this Board in 1969: 

1. Acquisition, upon mutual agreement by the Town and property 
owner, of a parcel of land at No. 26 Highland Avenue, containing about 
14,473 square feet and single residence dwelling adjacent to the Washington 
School site, presently owned by Elizabeth Thompson & Carolyn Cushman. 

2. Acquisition, upon mutual agreement by the Town and property 
owner, of a parcel of land at No. 10 Alben Street, containing about 1.6 
acres, adjacent to the Washington School site, presently owned by 
Phoebe Low. - 

3. Acquisition, upon mutual agreement by the Town and property 
Owner, of a parcel of land at No. 80 Canal Street, containing about 71,569 
square feet and industrial buildings, presently owned by the Bacon Felt 
Company. (for conservation purposes) 

4. Acquisition, upon mutual agreement by the Town and property 
owner, of a parcel of land at No. 6 Alben Street, containing about 21,391 
square feet and single residence dwelling, adjacent to the Washington 
School site, presently owned by Francis & Anne Thayer. 


IN APPRECIATION 

We would like to extend our expression of appreciation for the close 
cooperation of the various Boards, Committees and officers of the Town, 
as well as the citizenry, in pursuit of our work. We are indeed indebted 
to various members of all Departments within the Town, but refrain from 
singling out individuals lest by omission we offend where no offense is 
meant. 

We particularly wish to express our appreciation for the continued 
effort and assistance extended to us throughout the year by Mr. Samuel 
P. Snow, our Planning Consultant; Mr. Howard F. Ambrose, our Consulting 
Engineer, Mrs. Giro Cerulli, who resigned during the year and Mrs. 
Michael W. Penta, our Clerical Assistant.

Gentlemen: 


The program of work in the Clara G. Brooks Woods consisted again 
of forestry work such as cutting off dead limbs and cleaning out cavities 
in large oaks and pines, and a considerable amount of brush work. The 
former, on the eastern side of the Forest, near the location of the same 
sort of operations last year, was performed by expert climbers, Town men 
and contract men. The latter was done in great part by Winchester Boy 
Scout Troop #506. This Troop, which cleaned up a sector of the Forest 
in 1967, repeated its activities as a volunteer community project on several 
fall weekends this year. The area assigned by the Committee, on the 
northerly side of the Woods, is adjacent to similar Troop activities of last 
year. The result is that this particular piece of ground, close to an acre 
in extent, is now of the appearance the Committee hopes will mark 
eventually the entire 28 acres of the property. Much remains to be done, 
both on large trees and brush, but good progress is being made. The 
Committee plans to carry out the general procedures herein recorded in 
1969 and succeeding years to the limit of available funds and the anticipated 
help of volunteer workers. In addition to the Boy Scouts, these workers 
included this year certain residents of North Gateway, the street bordering 
on the Forest to the east, who brushed out sectors next to their properties. 
The Committee desires to express its thanks to all concerned. 


The Forest does not escape the vandalism problem, so unfortunately 
prevalent throughout Town. Repeating language in our past reports, the 
Committee will defer the planting of young trees until, hopefully, this 
problem shows improvement. The senseless chopping down and defacing 
of small trees already planted—and some well-grown ones, for that matter— 
is of continuing concern to the Committee. It likewise concerns many 
other citizens who experience the breathing-space and the beauty of the 
Woods in all seasons, and who realize the worth to Winchester of this 
wooded land in its natural state so fortunately obtained im 1941. 


The Town Forest provides an example of the sort of conservation 
project now receiving more adequate attention in Winchester and else- 
where in backing up the far-sighted and sustained efforts of the few 
who have believed in it and worked for it over the years. The further 
acquisition, retention and care of such properties is becoming more and 
more important to this and every community, particularly within the 
sort of metropolitan complex of which Winchester is a part. A tour of 
this local complex can leave no doubt of this being so. The Committee 
bespeaks the support of all Winchester citizens, looking to the future of 
the Town as it unfolds, of the efforts of those Town boards and com- 
mittees dealing with this phase of our Community environment. 
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The Selectmen appointed Mr. Robert G. O’Brien, the Town’s new 
Superintendent of Streets, to the Chairmanship of the Town Forest Com- 
mittee, in place of Mr. Edward A. McKenzie, its long-time Chairman who 
retired from Town Service last year.

Report of the Aberjona Watershed 
Committee 


The Aberjona Watershed Committee herewith submits its annual 
report for the year 1968. 


In accordance with the 1967 Annual Town Meeting action establishing 
the committee, the investigation of matters connected with pollution, flood 
control, flow augmentation, health, use, and other aspects of the Aberjona 
River and its watershed has been continued. 


In order to obtain accurate information for planning and for engineer- 
ing purposes the firm of Camp, Dresser, & McKee was hired to make an 
investigation of flooding conditions in the river. The results of this study 
have been used to assure proper design of the conduit system for the new 
High School field area. 


The investigations of the committee have led to several plans for 
improvement of the river channel and river water quality which were 
presented to the 1968 Annual Town Meeting, and for which funds were 
appropriated. These included repair of the Mill Pond Island and improve- 
ment of the river channel in Davidson Park, both to be done in conjunction 
with the Park Dept., and construction of a low flow augmentation system, 
with federal assistance. These projects are in progress, and the Mill Pond 
Island reconstruction is now completed except for landscaping. 


During the coming year the efforts of the committee will be primarily 
directed toward completion of the present projects, a thorough engineering 
investigation of Winter Pond, and continued surveillance of river water 
quality.

Aberjona Watershed Committee 
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Report of the Recreation Committee 


The Recreation Committee continued to expand its activities during 
1968 adding programs for all age groups although still concentrating its 
efforts on school aged citizens. 

These programs have been well received by the Town and since many 
of them seem to have a continuing value it was decided early in 1968 to 
establish a permanent Budget #7495 for this growing operation. Also at 
the Annual Town Meeting of 1968 the Town voted to establish a permanent 
Recreation Committee of six people to be appointed by the Selectmen 
in groups of two for 3 year terms so that the Committee operations will 
have a continuity such as is found on the Board of Selectmen, and will 
experience a regular turnover bringing new people and ideas to the Com- 
mittee in its efforts to provide recreational activities for all age groups 
in the Town. 

Following the advice of the Finance Committee the Recreation Com- 
mittee has tried to confine its work to programs and the personnel involved 
in running these programs; leaving the procurement of equipment and 
maintenance of such equipment and the Town Playground areas to the 
Park Department. This system is working fairly well with the Recreation 
Committee attempting to submit all of its requests for maintenance and 
the like to the Park Department in writing in order that that department 
can arrange efficient work schedules. 

In the general field of maintenance, the Committee has made requests 
for rather substantial improvements to be made at both Leonard Pool 
and the Palmer Street swimming areas which will, we hope, be included 
in the Park Department’s 1969 budgetary planning; as well as other 
improvements which we feel are needed at some of the Town’s Playgrounds. 

Thanks to the dedicated efforts of the Town’s Recreation Director, 
Mr. Donald Spinney, many new activities were started during the year 
1968 such as the Summer Community Theater, started in conjunction 
with the School Department; Folk Singing and Story Telling added to 
the summer playground programs; thanks to cooperation from the Win- 
chester Library Staff; a Flag Football program during the summer months 
on the playgrounds; Metal and Woodworking shop programs conducted 
both at McCall and Lynch on Saturday mornings during the school year; 
Folk and Classical guitar lessons being conducted this fall; elementary 
school girls Volleyball; Basketball clinics for the 5th, 6th, 7th and 8th 
graders; and sponsorship of a Fall Tennis Tournament for the youth of 
the Town. 

The above are new and are in addition to the regular summer play- 
ground programs conducted 5 days a week during the summer on Leonard 
Field, McDonald Field, Westside Field and Ginn Field, as well as the 
operation of the Town’s two beaches. 

The Committee is running essentially the same Fall and Winter pro- 
erams as were run last year, involving such things as Rifle instruction for 
the Junior High and Senior High age groups; Judo; Weight Lifting; Auto 
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Mechanics; and Basketball, with the latter scheduled at various times, 
days, Saturdays, and evenings as the demand warrants. 


Also, in view of the fact that the Winchester Chapter of the Red 
Cross is no longer able to sponsor its Swimming and Life Saving instruc- 
tional programs during the summer any more, the Recreation Committee 
has provided in its 1969 budget for the operation of this program along 
the same lines so ably established by the Red Cross in the past years. 

Along with these activities, the Recreation Committee often serves as 
a joint sponsor or helps in any way it can on dances and other projects 
run by the Drop-in Center and the Senior High School. Also during the 
Christmas Holidays of 1968 a Lighting Spectacular was run for Senior 
High and College students during the vacation period which was very 
well received. 


Although we are not directly responsible for the activities of the 
Senior Citizens, our capable director, Mr. Spinney has provided invaluable 
assistance in arranging trips and programs for this group which help has 
been much appreciated by the Group. 

The Committee hopes during 1969 to continue the same general 
method of operation, extending and developing new programs as conceived 
by Don Spinney toward the end of achieving the maximum amount of 
Recreational activity using the Town’s existing facilities.

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Report of Town Government 
Study Committee 


At its meeting on January 7, 1969, the Town Government Study 
Committee completed plans for a special article to be presented at the 
1969 Annual Town Meeting, recommending creation of a Department of 
Public Works, with the Board of Selectmen serving as a Board of Public 
Works, and appointing a full-time Director of Public Works. Present 
organizations which would be included in this Public Works Department 
are the Highway Department, Sanitation Department, Forestry, Water and 
Sewer, Cemetery and Park Departments, and the Town Hall custodians. 
Included would be about 110 permanent employees, and over thirty temp- 
orary summer employees. 


Years ago, such activities as street construction and maintenance, water 
and sewer services, garbage disposal, park services and cemetery care and 
maintenance were not supplied by the Town. As need for these services 
developed, Town Meetings often created a new entity to assume the 
responsibility rather than give it to an existing board or official. As the 
job grew bigger, or if one official were assuming undue importance, some 
duties would be divided and given to another new official or board. This 
resulted in a greater number of officials and boards created, with limited 
duties, answerable only to the Town Meeting which was responsible for their 
creation or election. One obvious weakness of this method of growing 
was the apparent lack of any built-in means of securing coordination and 
cooperation between departments performing related functions and using 
similar equipment. 

Since 1900, this lack of coordination has become increasingly apparent 
to those communities which have separate departments such as Streets, 
Water and Sewer, Parks, Cemetery, etc. In Winchester, in the past, we 
have followed the above-mentioned pattern of taking care of our services, 
and because of the many public-spirited citizens working and serving on 
these boards, it has worked well. Winchester has been blessed with many 
good boards doing a good and, in many instances, inspiring job. As far 
as we know, there have never been any actions but those motivated by 
what is good for Winchester. Our proposal is being put forward, not 
because what has been done by the individual boards has not been first- 
rate, but for other reasons. 


Winchester has been growing rather rapidly, and there has been an 
increasing demand among the citizenry for better services. Furthermore, 
the budgets of the departments providing these services have been increas- 
ing slowly and steadily each year, so that their total has become a sizeable 
figure. In 1968, these departments and boards were allocated $1,326,742. 
With annual budgets of this size, we sincerely think there can be sizeable 
savings resulting from centralization. We feel that this is where the big- 
gest impact can be made at the present time to help check the ever- 
mounting tax rate in Winchester. 
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The Town Government Study Committee has met regularly since it 
was formed last spring, and has conferred at length with all the various 
boards and officials involved. We feel that under the Public Works con- 
cept it will be possible to obtain more efficient: operation by utilizing town 
employees’ skills and Town equipment on any related Town projects, 
scheduling the work of the various departments so that maximum use 
of Town equipment can be obtained, and centralizing the purchasing of 
supplies and equipment used by all departments. 

We feel that there are many other advantages which will be realized 
as time goes on, such as better long-range planning, better maintenance 
of equipment, and better maintenance of town properties (e.g., housing on 
property purchased for future school expansion), while the centralization 
of responsibility for all public works functions will reduce frustration on 
the part of residents in determining where inquiries and complaints should 
be made. We also foresee centralization of maintenance and repairs for 
Town motor equipment and, last but not least, more opportunity for ad- 
vancement for talented and industrious employees. At present we have 
two Town departments cutting grass and doing landscaping work and, 
in that the Highway Department also plants grass when building side- 
walks, one might say, three departments. We have two departments dig- 
ging up the streets, and we can all appreciate how important coordination 
is in this area. We have four departments doing purchasing, and many 
other examples could be cited. 

The combined 1968 budgets (in round numbers) for the Highway, 
Forestry, Water and Sewer, Park and Cemetery Departments total as 
follows: 


Personnel $865,000 
Other Expenses 388,000 
Equipment 65,000 
Outlays 7,500 

$1,325,500 


A 10% saving in Personnel and Other Expenses would mean 125,300/ 
year; 5% would be $62,650. We sincerely believe that such savings are 
very possible after the Department of Public Works has been in operation 
for a brief time. We know that there have been glaring examples of 
duplication of purchases for different departments at widely varying 
prices caused, perhaps, by lack of information or by the failure to take 
advantage of quantity discounts. 


Here are some interesting developments which could come about 
through a Department of Public Works: 


1. The Selectmen now have many buildings under their control, and 
would have more with the consolidation of these departments. This re- 
sponsibility could stimulate the formation of a Buildings and. Grounds 
Department under Public Works management. This would save many out- 
side contractual expenses at later dates, for. some of this work: could 
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be done by Public Works personnel when seasonal factors reduced their 
regular work loads. 


2. The existing garages and equipment maintenance facilities are 
inadequate and will have to be improved eventually. This could be done 
on an integrated basis, and might include taking care of police cars and, 
possibly, fire equipment. 

3. This would be a first step towards centralizing purchases. 


4. This could also be a first step toward more efficient recruitment 
of better personnel. 


In the past, a large part of various Town board meetings was con- 
cerned with policy making, but with the Town fairly well developed now, 
the time of these boards is spent more on administrative detail rather 
than on policy matters. A professional administrator, such as a Public 
Works Director, can better perform these managerial functions. 


The Committee has been concerned, also, with the lack of candidates 
running for the various boards. This is particularly true this year, with 
all present candidates, even for Selectman, unopposed as this report is 
written. This is quite a change from past times, and it is not a healthy 
trend. Hopefully, with more power centralized under the Board of 
Selectmen, there will be more candidates for that office, and the able 
candidates will be less diffused among the many boards. 


There is another new dimension in Town Government today, and 
this is collective bargaining. The Selectmen have the responsibility to 
carry on collective bargaining with the town employees’ group, but after 
the collective bargaining is over, under the present organization, the 
Selectmen have no real authority to enforce the rules and regulations 
as worked out in collective bargaining. Therefore, even though the Select- 
men work out the details of the agreement, its provisions are enforced 
and administered by the independent boards, and this has caused con- 
fusion. The groups which would be centralized under the Department 
of Public Works would include nearly all the members of the Town 
Employees’ Association which bargains with the Selectmen on wages and 
conditions of employment. This is another reason why it makes sense 
to centralize the administrative management of these services. 


If the Town Meeting votes favorably on this special article, it would 
then go to the Massachusetts Legislature for action, and then would 
be placed on the ballot for the citizens to give their final approval. 
Shortly thereafter, the Selectmen would assume the duties of the Board 
of Public Works, and appoint a Director of Public Works who would be 
responsible to them for the organization and operation of a Public Works 
Department. The key, of course, to the success of the centralization con- 
cept is a competent professional Director of Public Works. We have every 
confidence that the Selectmen would recruit a top-notch man for this 
job, and that the Personnel Board would set a salary range which would 
attract qualified candidates, 
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Finally, we wish to emphasize that all present employees of the 
centralized departments would be retained, and that any reductions in 
labor force would only be achieved by attrition; ie., by retirements and 
resignations over time. 

The Town Government Study Committee sincerely believes that Win- 
chester has now reached the point where a Department of Public Works 
will give the citizens of the Town a more responsive and efficient operation 
and respectfully recommends its adoption.

In addition, the Commission has supported all efforts by this group 
to secure matching Federal grants for the restoration and preservation 
of the Cutting House. This project is now under consideration by the HUD.

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Report of the 
Permanent Building Committee 


Board of Selectmen 
Winchester, Massachusetts 


Gentlemen: 


During 1968 the Permanent Building Committee has been involved 
in five different projects: the new Senior High School, the Tufts Road 
(now Muraco) School, the elementary schools study, the addition to the 
Public Library and the Skating Rink. With no changes in membership 
of the parent Committee or sub-committees, administrative progress has 
been smooth and uninterrupted. 


The Special Town Meeting held on February 26, 1968 voted to appropri- 
ate the sum of $10,070,000 to construct and equip the new Senior High 
School on the Shore Road site. Pursuant thereto, the Permanent Building 
Committee, enlarged for this project only to include the five members 
of the Secondary School Sub-Committee, proceeded to consult numerous 
experts, and selected and entered into a contract with the architectural 
firm of Crimp, Brown & Fisher. Richard White Sons, Inc. was awarded 
the contract for the playfields (which required the reclamation of other- 
wise unusable and unattractive land by putting the Aberjona River into 
a culvert and grading the area, which job is now complete. Other Com- 
mittee activities on this project included appearing before the State 
Emergency Finance Board, bond counsel and banking representatives, the 
study of numerous drafts of working plans and drawings for the building, 
including heating, plumbing and electrical specifications, and expended 
considerable time acquainting citizens of the Town as to the progress 
of this project. Finally, we assisted in the overwhelming rejection of an 
article at the Special Town Meeting of November 14, 1968 to rescind the 
original vote on the High School. Barring unforeseen difficulties, it is 
expected that plans and specifications will be advertised for bids in 
March 1969. 


Although the Muraco School has been occupied since September 1967, 
some landscaping and the paving of the enlarged parking lot and path 
still remain to be done. Ample funds from the original appropriation are 
in hand to complete this work when weather permits, at which time 
the project will be formally concluded and the remaining balance of 
approximately $8,000 returned to the Town. 

The Public Library Addition was formally closed on May 14, 1968, and 
the unexpended balance of $8,033.27 returned to the Town. 

The Elementary Schools Sub-Committee, under the chairmanship of 
Earle F. Littleton, has recently completed its survey of the Town’s ele- 
mentary school building needs, and has submitted its preliminary recom- 
mendations, which are now in the process of further study by this and 
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other Town committees and boards. In the near future, a Special Town 
Meeting will be asked to act on final recommendations. 


The newly-formed Skating Rink Sub-Committee has been meeting 
on a regular basis and investigating sites, construction methods and costs, 
before preparing its report to the Town. 


A fine spirit of cooperation has prevailed between various town groups, 
which has made for increased inter-communication and ease in overcom- 
ing obstacles, and for which the Committee members wish to express their 
sincere appreciation.

The Winchester Conservation Commission herewith submits its annual 
report for the year 1968. 

The Conservation Commission has continued, during the past year, 
with the development of a natural resource plan for Winchester, as an 
essential part of the commission’s program for the development, preser- 
vation, and utilization of these resources. 

The Natural Resource Inventory of Winchester has been completed, 
and the second phase of the planning program is in progress. This pro- 
gram includes long range financial plans, acquisition and development 
priorities, and detailed utilization analysis and plans. 

The plan includes a green belt system reaching from the Lexington 
border to the Woburn border, encompassing Smith Pond and Sucker 
Brook. Warrant articles will be presented to the 1969 Annual Town Meet- 
ing to implement a part of this green belt plan. 

The commission has received approval of its preliminary applications 
for federal and state aid for a previous acquisition.

Committee. During the year plans were made for a

Due to the number of new developments the School Committee met 
twelve months of the year instead of the usual ten, often weekly instead 
of biweekly. In addition to devoting time to new plans the Committee 
spent many hours confronting the old issues, i.e., problems of overcrowding, 
maintenance of deteriorating buildings, METCO, and negotiations with 
School Department employees in collective bargaining. 


New High School: The new senior high school to be built on the Shore 
Road Field site was approved by a vote of the Special Town Meeting in 
February in the amount of $10 million. Construction work on the neces- 
sary burial of the Aberjona River was completed by October, providing 
space for the physical education playing fields. 


The vote to build the school was challenged in November by a petition 
for a Special Town Meeting. Through adult group advertising campaigns, 
School Department and Building Committee information programs, and 
efforts of the town’s young people the new senior high school received 
the support of the Special Town Meeting by an overwhelming majority. 
Construction on the building will begin in early Spring. 


Staggered Schedule: A new schedule was put into effect in September 
at the Senior High School. A building designed for 900 is housing 1,100 
students. Staggered class schedules now accommodate the excess enroll- 
ment limiting the program only during the period devoted to extra- 
curricular activities. 
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New Superintendent of Schools: Dr. Donald A. Klemer, from Hastings-on- 
Hudson, New York, arrived in June to take over from William F. Clark, 
Asst. Superintendent for Administration, who had served as Acting Super- 
intendent since the retirement of Dr. Harry V. Gilson in 1967. 


As his first public action the new Superintendent spoke in support 
of the Metropolitan Council for Educational Opportunity, Inc. at a 
Special Town Meeting in July. The School Committee had expressed its 
desire to participate in the METCO program of transporting ghetto young- 
sters to those schools in Winchester where spaces exist. Town Meeting 
voted to support the School Committee and METCO agreed to send the 
children. 


In September, the vote of the Town Meeting and School Committee 
was challenged by a referendum in which a majority of the voters 
indicated that they were against METCO. In the aftermath the METCO 
board reversed itself and decided not to send children to Winchester. 


Despite this setback Dr. Klemer has gone on to successes such as the 
organization of a five-year plan that permits long-range decisions and 
plans to prepare for future needs. In addition to pinpointing the needs 
of his new community and taking appropriate action, he was instrumental 
in having Winchester approved for the State Department sponsored Rome 
School Alliance. Exchange of educational methods and materials, faculty 
and summer school students are benefits through this association. 


Dr. Klemer has also spearheaded a system-wide dissemination of 
information campaign with his regular newsletter to the staff and School 
Committee entitled LINK. 


This year the School Committee began a concerted effort to keep the 
public informed on school issues by holding meetings in area schools to 
encourage citizen attendance. A town-wide newsletter, Footnotes on Edu- 
cation, was begun to tell the story of just what is going on in the schools. 
Committee members also felt the importance of being better acquainted 
with the staff and curriculum themselves; therefore, staff members are 
invited to regular School Committee meetings. Reports from all academic 
areas were heard this year and discussed. Nonacademic areas and special 
services will be reported on in the future. 


Three new citizens’ advisory committees have been created this year 
to help involve townspeople in the activities of the schools. The original 
advisory committee is still at work on Secondary School-College Relations. 
One committee serves the publication, “Footnotes,” while another consults 
on the Rome School-to-School Alliance. A third advisory committee works 
with those planning the Learning Disabilities Program. 
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New Studies: These include the Learning Disabilities Program just men- 
tioned. The program is designed to help the 75 children diagnosed 
as “dyslexic” or “perceptually handicapped.” These children have difficulties 
with learning which can be remedied or helped only by individual tutoring, 
guidance and discussions with the specially trained staff and parents. 


The equivalent of six tutors for the perceptually handicapped was 
employed with State financial assistance to implement this tutorial program 
giving 2% hours per week to each child. It is hoped that the recent 
recognition of this problem may limit the number of underachievers, 
drop-outs, and disciplinary problems. 


A Personal Ethics course was added at the junior highs and high school 
(grades 8-11) taught by a husband and wife team using small seminars 
to discuss personal decisions that young people must make related to 
drugs, tobacco and sex. For the high school student a mathematics course 
including computer techniques was introduced. 


Social studies course have been reevaluated and greater emphasis 
put on human relations and study of minority groups. Adult Education 
now offers a course on “The Black in America,” and a study of Winchester. 


New School Rooms: Temporary classrooms were purchased and erected 
at Mystic School. The three portable classrooms have modern interiors 
that belie their barn red exteriors. Housing the fifth and sixth graders 
avoids transporting the overflow enrollment to other schools. 


New Teachers: Sixty-eight new staff members began work in September. 
Competition for good teachers becomes more challenging as substantial 
increases in salary are offered in all good systems with which Winchester 
competes. Teachers’ salaries are determined through negotiations as are 
those of all organized School Department employees. Under collective 
bargaining procedures satisfactory wages, hours, and working conditions 
are arrived at with negotiating subcommittees of the School Committee 
who meet with representatives of the five organized groups, i.e., teachers, 
principals, custodians, clerks and cafeteria workers. Salaries and benefits 
are decided upon throughout months of often difficult and time-consuming 
bargaining. 


The steadily spiraling cost of living, and keen competition from com- 
parable communities, increase the difficulty of keeping costs down while 
recruiting or retaining well-qualfied personnel. 


We are seeking an answer to the elementary school building question 
and planning maintenance of existing buildings and school grounds on 
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a five-year basis. With the strong leadership of our new administration, 
the conscientious help of all School Department personnel, and the support 
of the townspeople we have had in 1968, we are confident that these new 
problems can be solved in the years ahead.

Report of the Superintendent 


Introduction: The purpose of the Superintendent’s Annual Report to the 
community is to tell the citizenry where we stand in education and where 
we are headed. You, after all, are our prime investors and supporters 
and you have a right to know what is being accomplished in your local 
schools. 


As your new superintendent I feel that it is one of my prime responsi- 
bilities to keep you well informed about your schools, to hear out your 
comments on our educational program, and to work closely with your 
policy-making committee, the School Committee, in looking ahead, in 
planning ahead so that we maintain the quality of education of which 
you have been proud in Winchester. It is most important that we look 
ahead for, as in all areas of our national life, education is changing. We 
must carefully and regularly review what we are trying to accomplish, 
how we are organized, and how and what we teach. We are currently 
working on a five-year plan that will give us the kind of long-range 
planning that is essential if the community is to keep abreast of change. 
There is no longer any reason for us to assume that we are merely 
involved in a postwar boom, We are involved in an entirely new situation 
for which we are trying to fashion effective understanding and effective 
approaches. The amount of knowledge continues to accumulate at an 
astounding speed. Someone recently estimated that the amount of knowl- 
edge mankind has, has doubled in the period from 1700 to 1900, doubled 
again in the period from 1900 to 1950, and doubled again from 1950 to 
-1960—a short period of only ten years. Such dramatic increases in what 
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we know about our environment and our rapid economic growth obviously 
have important implications for education. The important issue is how 
we can make use of change so that it serves the best interests of the 
people in this country. It is important that we select those elements of 
change that are necessary for the maintenance of quality education— 
those changes that promise to improve the use of existing facilities and 
staff, those changes that would provide promising new approaches. John 
Gardner alludes to this more aggressive and courageous approach to change 
when he comments that we are facing: 


“A series of great opportunities brilliantly 
disguised as insoluble problems.” 


School Population Growth: Winchester, like many other suburban com- 
munities, is becoming increasingly affected by the population growth 
occurring in the total Metropolitan Boston area. Despite the national 
decline in birthrate, the school enrollment in Winchester has increased 
each year for many years, and there is every indication that it will con- 
tinue to increase. The number of school-age children per residence, both 
elementary and secondary, has risen steadily from year to year since 1950. 
Why? Because Winchester is acquiring its additional pupils via immi- 
gration. That is why the declining birthrate has not appreciably affected 
our school population growth. 


Declining Birthrate—Increase in Pupils: Dr. William Nash, head of the 
Department of Urban Planning at Harvard, and a resident of Winchester, 
states that land values in a town such as this are determined by two 
factors: (1) the existence of a supply of quality homes in a community 
of good schools and good town services; and (2) convenience for com- 
muting to places of employment. He feels, also, that the “chronic down- 
turn in new housing construction in the Boston area is placing a premium 
value upon the sound, well-built older homes of communities like Win- 
chester.” There also has emerged, since World War II, a pattern of 
purchasing a modestly priced home with a minimum down payment, and 
retaining it until sufficient equity has been acquired to meet the 20% 
down payment on a more highly-priced home. 


Mortgage practices, therefore, tend to restrict the ownership of the 
larger, costlier homes to the more mature families whose children are of 
school age (rather than pre-schoolers), or to larger families with a 
full age range of children. Quality schooling is reportedly the most 
frequently cited single factor in attracting such families to a community. 
The current situation in Winchester seems to be a good example of all 
these trends. 


Available Land—New Housing: In addition, we do have land available in 
Winchester for housing construction and an average of fifty-four homes 
have been put up each year for the past five years. 
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Thus, inmigration of school-age families into existing housing and 
new housing account for Winchester’s projected continued population 
growth outlined in the chart below which covers a five-year projection. 
A consultant will be hired by the Committee to carry these projections 
beyond 1974.

When we describe school population growth—we must also concern 
ourselves with the space available to house the pupils anticipated. 

We presently have an elementary classroom shortage of 8 classrooms 
and by 1973 estimate a shortage of 18 classrooms. We are presently pro- 
jecting a shortage of 25 by 1978. 

Even with the new senior high school, the shifting of the McCall 
Junior High to the old high school plant, and the use of McCall as a 
temporary facility, we are faced with steadily increasing population that 
will crowd our schools again by the mid 1970’s. It is essential that a 
comprehensive long-range plan that is understood by all, and accepted 
as a realistic appraisal of our needs, be presented to the public. We 
have been most grateful for the work of the Permanent Building Com- 
mittee and the Secondary School Building Committee in working toward 
the completion of our new high school. It promises to be an imaginative 
teaching facility that will put us in the vanguard of school systems in 
the Boston area. 

We now must work closely with our Elementary Building Committee 
in doing some realistic long-range planning for elementary facilities. Our 
pupils now are being transported out-of-district because we have been 
3-5 years behind in getting public understanding and support for our 
school space needs. 


PLANT 


Under the leadership of Assistant Superintendent Clark and with the 
support of the School Committee and the Town we have begun properly 
to finance and organize our building repair and maintenance program. 
With this year’s budget we will continue the proper financing of the 
program begun in 1968. 

In 1968 the Town Meeting approved a program to begin plantings 
around several of the schools to improve the appearance of the grounds. 
In 1969 the care of the grounds immediately surrounding the schools will 
be taken care of by each school’s custodial staff. Large areas, requiring 
heavy equipment, will still remain the responsibility of the Park Depart- 
ment. 


CURRICULUM 


In education we are involved in many changes for which we are 
trying to fashion effective understanding and endeavoring to develop 
effective approaches. As an example, the amount of knowledge continues 
to accumulate at an astounding speed. As noted earlier, the amount of 
knowledge that mankind has, has doubled in the period from 1700 to 
1900, doubled again in the period from 1900 to 1950, and doubled again 
from 1950 to 1960—a period of almost ten years. This dramatic increase in 
what we know about our environment, coupled with rapid economic 
growth, obviously has impertant implications for education. It means 
that we can no longer think of opening children’s heads and putting 
information into them—for it readily becomes a question of what part of 
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the vast amount of information that is available and how much of it, and 
how much can fit into a child’s head. It appears that we ought to stop 
thinking about pouring information into children’s heads and putting more 
energy into the development of the child’s skill in working independently 
and learning how to learn. He is not going to be able to stop acquiring 
knowledge after he graduates from high school, or finishes his appren- 
ticeship in sheetmetal trade, or graduates from a college or graduate 
school. Somewhere along the line he has to learn how to learn so that 
he can continue to keep up. It becomes more important to develop an 
understanding of fundamental concepts within which the data fall, to 
teach a child when and how to look for information, and how to put 
together new methods and new hypotheses as a result of new information. 
A famous quote about teaching has even more impact today: “A good 
teacher tries to teach a child how to get along without a teacher.” 


Not Changes for Change’s Sake: All changes are not necessarily good, 
but with proper lay and professional leadership, support, and thought, we 
can select from the variety of choices the right choices that will maintain 
the effectiveness of the Winchester school system. 


DEVELOPMENT OF NEW CURRICULUM 


Winchester has, for the past three years, recognized the fact that 
new curriculum materials must be carefully developed and that an orderly 
plan for putting these curriculum materials into the school program in 
place of outdated or obsolete materials had to be developed. In addition 
to summer work projects, standing committees of teachers interested in 
curriculum development in a particular area have been established in the 
system under the leadership of the chairmen of curriculum committees. 
This past summer thirty teachers from these curriculum committees 
worked as full-time employees of the School Committee in writing new 
materials for use in our elementary and secondary classrooms. They 
developed many interesting and useful materials for use by our classroom 
teachers. 


Teacher Training: So that the teachers could have demonstrations of the 
new materials and be shown how to use them, we have scheduled half -day 
released time programs in our elementary and secondary schools (when 
such demonstrations can take place). In addition, we have set in-service 
credit courses for teachers. Approximately 125 of our staff will have taken 
one of these courses during the 1968-69 school year. 


CURRICULUM CHANGES 


The following are some of the curriculum events and changes of the 
past year that have and will effect the quality of education that each 
child receives in the classroom. “Educationists” have been prone to 
describe goals and objectives in all encompassing terms. A more’ precise 
definition of our behavioral goals—what we are trying to accomplish 
through instruction at each level—is being developed by curriculum badass 
and departments. : 
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Health Education: Under the leadership of the Director of Science we 
are in the process of planning a comprehensive educational program in 
human development, alcohol, drugs and tobacco to be incorporated in 
our science program in Grades K-12, where most appropriate. 


Personal Ethics: A pilot course in Personal Ethics was established in 
grades eight and eleven. This course focuses on the factors to be con- 
sidered in the use of drugs, alcohol and tobacco. There is extensive use 
of films and small group discussions rather than the lecture technique. 


Learning Disabilities: As mentioned by the Chairman of the School Com- 
mittee, we put into operation a program for seventy-five students identi- 
fied as having learning disabilities. This program has received wide par- 
ental endorsement and enthusiastic support by the state.. 


Kindergarten Reading: A program to regularly incorporate beginning 
reading for certain kindergarten pupils was developed and an in-service 
program is being conducted for members of the kindergarten staff. 


Winchester Trails: A group of Winchester residents has been assisting 
the School Department in identifying areas of the community that can 
be used for science field trips. Thus students should, in the spring of 
1969, be able to learn their science by direct observation of plant, animal 
and insect life in their own community. 


Science: The Science Council began the distribution of a new series of 
comprehensive science kits designed to give elementary students a chance 
to learn science through participation in science experiments and demon- 
strations. These kits contain all of the materials necessary to teach the 
unit and illustrate the principles. 

Numerous discussions involving administrators and science teachers 
have been held concerning the curriculum sequence for Grades 7-12. As 
a result of these discussions, changes have been made in the summer 
of 1968 in Grade 7 General Science and in the Physics course for Grade 
12. It is recommended that all students take some form of science through 
Grade 9, and this sequence has also been designated. 

A new process-oriented Earth Science Program has been adopted, 
and the initiation of this program will be completed by the fall of 1969. 
This is called E.S.C.P. (Earth Science Curriculum Project) and consists 
of many investigatory activities, using real rocks and earth materials as 
the subjects of study. The activities are guided by manuals which are 
available to each student. 

During the summer of 1968 certain materials from Harvard Project 
Physics have been incorporated with the M.1.T. PSSC Program, usually 
carried on in our physics courses. This has served to develop a greater 
appreciation of the historical background connected with scientific progress. 

Materials from the Biological Sciences Curriculum Study (BSCS) are 
now in operation in most of our biology classes. This is a new program 
developed under the aegis of the National Science Foundation and places 
emphasis on investigation and the processes of science as a means of 
learning biology. 
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Social Studies: The elementary program is in the process of review with 
emphasis on some of the newer published materials and materials pro- 
duced by the Council. Special kits, including boxes of tapes, records, 
filmstrips, regional clothing, and diverse reading material, have been 
put together for Grades 2 and 4 and are now circulated from school-to- 
school on a regular basis. They provide a rich resource for the imaginative 
teacher. 

Members of the department have devoted special attention to the 
incorporation of the study of the city. A special program in urban life 
has been started in some grade 3 classes and will be incorporated in most 
of the system’s Grade 3 classes next year. 

A survey has been completed of reading materials available to students 
on minority groups and twenty-three teachers attended a program on 
attitude development, conducted at the Tufts Lincoln-Filene Center by 
Dr. John Gibson. Dr. Gibson’s K-6 materials will be made available to 
teachers in the elementary schools and a special training program on 
their use will be conducted for these teachers. 


Mathematics: Each student in Grades 1-6 has been provided with a folder 
upon which the sequence of basic mathematical skills is printed, so that 
a six-year record of his progress through the series of skills can be 
recorded by the teacher. Tests to assist the teacher in diagnosing the 
child’s position along the sequence have been printed and distributed 
and are now in use in most of the elementary schools. 


Language Arts: A handwriting program in the Winchester Schools has 
been completely reorganized by the English Council. Training sessions 
have taken place during the fall of 1968 to introduce the program to 
teachers. Money has been budgeted so that the workbooks and special 
related training materials will be available to all students during the 
school year 1969-70. 

In Grades 7-12, in order to carry out a new approach to composition, 
teachers were assigned a period for individual student interviews and 
students’ written work was collected in individual folders for analysis of 
growth and development in composition. 

An English program for low achievers was constructed by a team of 
six teachers during the summer of 1966. The Department Head feels that 
this should be further improved in light of the experience over the past 
year, and a revised English program, including some elements of film 
education, will be instituted in the fall of 1969. 


Foreign Languages: A pilot project is currently being conducted at the 
Lynch Junior High School in which Foreign Language students are given 
five classes of the language per week instead of three. These classes are 
held for 25 minutes each instead of a full period. It is believed by the 
teachers that the more frequent practice will allow the students to learn 
the language more quickly. Assessment of this program will be due in 
the spring of 1969, to decide whether a five-class format should be recom- 
mended and is possible for all junior high school language classes. Funds 
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in the 1969 budget will make it possible for 70% of the seventh grade stu- 
dents in both junior high schools to begin a foreign language. 

At the recommendation of the Citizens’ Advisory Committee, German 
as an alternative language to French has been offered in the junior high 
schools and this program will move to the high school in the fall of 
1969. Two classes in German have been held at each grade level. Incorpor- 
ation of a beginning course in Italian language and culture will be studied 
for September of 1969. 


Reading: The three elementary reading specialists have been meeting 
regularly to offer leadership in the field of reading to the elementary 
teachers. In some schools they are now spending on the average of half 
their time, working with the teachers, to improve the instruction of 
reading in the Winchester schools. To assist the teacher the reading 
specialists have delineated a series of reading skills from kindergarten 
through Grade 6. During the previous school year workshops were held 
with the teachers to train them in using the list to assess the present 
reading achievement of their students. During the current school year 
a series of commercial diagnostic tests has been purchased and distributed 
to the school to aid the teachers in placing each student in the proper 
skills group 


Music: One of the music specialists, Miss Jeanne Loudon, has begun 
a program of music instruction in the elementary schools. The program 
consists of two parts. The first is to develop motivation for music and 
rhythm skills through the use of percussion instruments. The second 
part consists of a method for instruction and music notation, which has 
been imported from a successful program now in operation in Hungary. 
A research study, to assess the effect of this program on the students 
in Winchester, has been planned and will be carried out during 1969 by 
a Music Specialist from the Dana Hall School. 


Art: Each step in a skill development program in art has been estab- 
lished by the Department Head and is now in operation in all of the 
elementary schools. To assist the teachers in understanding the steps 
and in being able to evaluate the performance of the students in relation 
to these skills, the department is constructing a series of tape-slide 
presentations, based on color pictures of the examples of what constitutes 
good performance in each of the art skills areas. These are scheduled 
for completion in April 1969 and will be presented in the late spring to 
the teaching staff. 


Physical Education: A complete outline of all of the elementary skills 
has been developed. These skills have been published and are currently 
being distributed to the teachers in the system. The performance criteria 
for students are established as a series of averages so that the performance 
of groups of the elementary students of the entire Town can be evaluated 
frequently and changes in the program recommended. 


Home Economics: During released time the Home Economics Department 
has devised a plan for more individualized instruction through the use 
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of work projects. It is expected in this way to give a greater challenge 
to the more able students and to allow the slower students to work at 
a level better matched to their abilities. The construction of individual 
work projects materials is expected to take place during the summer of 
1969 and monies have been budgeted for this task. 


LIBRARIES 

As the public knows our elementary schools did not have proper 
libraries until the completion of the Muraco School relieved our over- 
crowding and freed some space. During the school year 1968-69 we 
developed space in each elementary school for areas we prefer to call 
Instructional Materials Centers, rather than libraries. We call them by 
this name because we are placing in them all of the modern sources of 
information for teachers and students, i.e., books, magazines, filmstrips, 
slides and single-concept films. 

We are pleased with the progress we are making toward creating 
program centers in each of the schools with the cooperation of teams 
of parent volunteers who have given a great deal of their time to the 
project under the direction of our energetic elementary librarian. More 
progress will be made in the centralizing of materials, in the acquisition 
of books and other resource materials,’ and in the development of programs 
for the children: 


PROJECTS 
As the process of education becomes more complicated, it is essential 
that towns and universities cooperate to attack the problems. 


Regional Vocational School: We are appreciative of the interest and 
support of local citizens in the development of the regional vocational 
school. It is anticipated that ultimately 50-70 Winchester secondary 
students will wish to attend this fine institution. Technical skill forms 
the bedrock of our state’s economy—and students graduating from this 
school will be well-prepared to earn excellent salaries and make a strong 
contribution to this economy. Mr. Marshall Kincaid, Winchester’s repre- 
sentative to the committee, has put many hours into the planning of 
the school program and facilities. 


Educational Mutual: With several area towns we have applied for funds 
to jointly establish an educational center located at an abandoned Nike 
site in North Reading, which would be reasonably central to the towns 
concerned. This center would offer to the member towns various audio- 
visual services and training which could not be conducted by the towns 
individually. Pooling libraries of films and instructional materials will 
benefit each of the nine towns providing a far greater resource for its 
teachers. 

Educational Mutual has already received from the State Department 
of Education a grant of approximately $12,000 to conduct joint special 
education classes amongst the towns to offer programs for the mentally 
retarded, the emotionally disturbed and those with physical perception 


difficulties. The program will make it possible to better group students 
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by age and ability—and it opens new possibilities for training teachers 
on a joint basis. This program will go into effect in September 1969. 


Colleges and Universities: Winchester has cooperated closely with colleges 
and universities in traditional and special programs for the training of 
teachers (e.g., the Harvard Internship Program). During the year 1968 
plans were made to cooperate with Lesley College in Cambridge in a 
program to develop a joint Lesley-Winchester elementary summer school 
program for the summer of 1969. As a result of this cooperative program, 
Winchester should have a highly enriched summer school for Winchester 
children. 


STAFFING 


For the past several years, as everyone is certainly aware, new patterns 
in staff relations and teacher employment have been emerging nationally. 
The School Committee now collectively bargains with all members of the 
instructional and non-instructional staff on matters affecting salaries 
and conditions of employment. Bargaining for teaching salaries has not 
changed the fact that we must still make sure we maintain competitive 
salaries with the Concords and Newtons so that we can compete for the 
best teachers. However, bargaining, plus increased teacher turnover and 
shortages in some areas, have meant that the real cost of hiring compe- 
tent teachers has gone up. (Roughly 75% of our 1969 budget increase will 
be due to salary increases.) 

Because of better salaries and working conditions we are getting 
better quality people to seriously consider teaching as a career. Fortunately, 
the Miss Brooks and Mr. Peepers concept of the public school teacher is 
gradually disappearing. 

The overall pattern is changing, also. All suburban communities are 
now dealing with a large turnover of female teachers, especially at the 
elementary level, who teach for a period of three to five years. These are 
young married teachers, who leave teaching to begin raising their families 
and will probably re-enter the profession after their families are grown 
up. (Almost half of the group who left in June 1968 were in this category.) 
Others leave when their husbands are relocated or complete graduate 
school. Fortunately, we are located near a large university complex and 
through a vigorous recruiting program and practice teaching relationships 
get our fair share of the best recent graduates. 

Winchester cooperates with several other communities in a study 
of staffing characteristics and turnover. For the 1967-1968 school year 
the percentages of turnover in the communities which cooperated in this 
study were as follows: Weston, 24.8%; Lexington, 20.9%; Brookline, 18.4%; 
Belmont, 16.6% and Winchester, 15.4%. 

In 1966-1967 our percentage of turnover was 22.15%. The major dif- 
ference between the figures for last year and this year is the decrease 
in loss of teachers through marriage and pregnancy; both of these factors: 
are rather unpredictable! 

Aside from the replacement of teachers who leave, and adding staff 
to accommodate increases in population our greatest staff need over the 
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next five years will be to bolster our number of specialists. We simply 
do not have sufficient personnel in these areas to handle properly the 
number of pupils. The 1969 budget takes a step in the direction of a 
program to gradually add art, music, physical education and guidance 
specialists at the elementary level where they are needed.

MEASURING THE RESULTS 


When a factory manager is asked to report on the production of his 
plant over a given period of time, it is fairly simple. He merely counts 
the actual number of products turned out over this given period of time 
and reports the number. A sales ‘manager can easily report what has 
been sold in his district over any period of time. 
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In education, however, our objectives are more complex and it takes 
us quite a while before we can tell how effectively we have taught certain 
things. Spelling is fairly easy to measure, knowledge of factual material, 
ability to read with certain speed and comprehension — these all can 
be measured with a fair degree of accuracy and we can tell our stock- 
holders — the taxpayers — how well we do. However, we are attempting 
to develop in students an ability to know how to learn in our rapidly 
changing society — we think this is essential — but things like this are 
difficult to measure though they are certainly important objectives — 
as are the development of an ability to work cooperatively with others 
and to be sensitive to social and economic problems. This is just to say 
that the following measures, even though we are pleased with the results, 
only tell us part of the story of how effectively we are teaching. 


Achievement Tests: One way to measure how well a school system 
teaches the basic skills is to administer a basic achievement test and com- 
pare yourself with national standards. We do this on a yearly basis. 
Naturally, because our average I.Q. in Winchester ranges from 112-115, 
we expect to do better on these tests than the average community. However, 
they provide one way for us to check on teaching of certain skills and 
to compare our results from year to year. 

On the graph below is one sixth grade test given in April of 1968.

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maries of other results are available in my office to any citizen requesting 
them.) * 

On a national basis obviously 50% of the students score above what 
is established as “average” and 50% below. Winchester students did 
considerably better. For example, in the Word Meaning test the black bar 
indicates that 68 out of every 100 students in Winchester scored above 
their grade level and 32 below (white bar). 


It is interesting to note that the test is a step behind the com- 
munities using modern arithmetic programs. Present methods of instruc- 
tion in arithmetic emphasize the understanding of concepts and the appli- 
cation of those concepts more than the drill work of computation. Conse- 
quently, we scored high in concepts and low in computation. New tests 
are also being devised by the publishers which will measure more accu- 
rately what is being taught in modern arithmetic programs. 


Suburban Superintendents’ Standards: Not satisfied with national stand- 
ards of comparison, we recently were invited to become part of a Select 
group of 35 similar communities organized on a national basis (e.g., Evan- 
ston, Illinois; Clayton, Missouri; Weston, Massachusetts; Shaker Heights, 
Ohio). 

When compared to these communities, on a chart which divides the 
score into nine segments we scored above where we would be predicted 
to score on the basis of our I.Q. test results.

To restate the case, the Winchester average score on the I.Q. test 
was at the fifth level when compared to other suburban communities. 
In other words our students had about the same average intelligence 
as children in the other suburbs. 


However, scores on both parts of the reading test placed the Win- 
chester average on the 6th level of all sixth graders in the Program. 
We achieved above what would be predicted on the basis of intelligence. 
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Where Students Go After High School: The chart labeled “Follow-up 
Summary 1947-1967” demonstrates a steady growth in the number of 
students continuing their education beyond high school. In 1947 61% 
of our students continued their education beyond high school. In 1967 
82.5% of our graduates continued their education. This reflects a national 
trend. However, if we analyze prior lists which listed the college place- 
ment of our students going to four-year institutions, it is clear that our 
students are being well-placed by our Guidance Department. Those with 
high records of performance are getting into competitive schools. Natur- 
ally, due to the tendency of prestige colleges to seek geographic distribution, 
over the past ten years, these schools will take only a limited number of 
top students from each school. In simple terms, even if we had five 
top-flight boys of equal ability they would not all be admitted to Princeton. 


We are also proud of our students who go to work in business and 
industry and the armed forces—but, as yet, need to devise a method 
of seeing how they do on the job. 


This chart illustrates where the class of 1968 ended up after grad- 
uation.

How Do They Do In Four-Year Colleges Once They Get There? This ques- 
tion arose at a School Committee meeting in June, 1968, and I asked 
the Guidance Department to design and conduct a survey to find out 
just how many W.H.S. graduates in the classes of 1966 and 1967 dropped 
out of 4-year colleges. 
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Members of the Winchester High School Guidance Department went 
to work on a postcard questionnaire. Those who did not reply were tele- 
phoned by the Office of the Coordinator of Guidance and Programming.

The survey indicates that our students “hold on” quite well when they 
get to college. Here are the details of W.H.S. Class of 1967—177 surveyed; 
164 answered. Of 164 students who started 4-year colleges in September, 
1967, by the end of Freshman year 140 (85%) were still in the college 
originally chosen. Ten per cent or 16 students transferred to other colleges 
or schools, while eight students (5%) dropped-out in favor of marriage, 
working or military service. 


Of W.H.S. Class of 1966—166 surveyed; 150 answered. Of 150 students 
who started 4-year colleges in September, 1966, by the end of Sophomore 
year 120 students (80%) were still in the college originally chosen. Nine- 
teen students (13%) transferred to different colleges or schools. With- 
drawals due to marriage, working or military service numbered 11 or 7%.

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CONCLUSION 


The Report of the Special Commission on Education in Massachusetts 
spelled out in some detail the fact that our state needed to take measure 
of where it was, and how far it had fallen behind in making proper 
provisions for public education. 


It has been obvious that over the past several years suburban areas 
around Boston have had some catching up to do in comparison with areas 
in other parts of the country, and new suburban communities have been 
added to the list around Boston with whom Winchester must compete if 
we are to tap fully our most important natural resource—the latent talents 
of the children entrusted to us. 


People, after all, and the knowledge that they have is what has put 
this area back on its economic feet after a postwar slump. The electronics 
industries of Route 128 and the growth of business enterprises in Massa- 
chusetts following the departure of our mills were spearheaded by business 
and university people with a combination of Yankee practicality and 
scientific and business know-how. This same realistic analysis of what has 
to be done has been applied to public education in some communities in 
the Commonwealth. Winchester did this with the Booz-Allen & Hamilton 
report a few years ago. The School Committees that have been elected 
and the administrators and teachers in the district have forged ahead 
to maintain and improve the quality of Winchester’s education to keep 
it competitive. I see myself, as your new superintendent, carrying on in 
this vigorous tradition. What I have found here, and talked about in 
this report, is largely the result of the hard work of the professional staff 
and the non-instructional people who support them in their classroom 
teaching. 


I have been pleased to work with a School Committee that has been 
more than willing to listen for long hours to our sometimes overly pede- 
gogical explanations of programs and problems. They have helped the 
professional staff with their challenging questions and varied perspectives. 
They spend time at their work that is largely not fully appreciated by 
the average citizens. 


I have been pleased to work closely with a central office administration 
staff and principals who are extremely competent and extremely dedicated 
to the children and the community. 


The quality of education we now have in Winchester didn’t come by 
accident but comes about through brick by brick efforts. Changes now 
occurring in other areas of our national life are also occurring in educa- 
tion and require, as we become more productive, that we take a fair share 
of this increased productivity and put it into improving our schools. We 
now know more about how children learn and we now know that dra- 
matic changes in what we know about the country around us must: be 
incorporated in our curriculum; otherwise, a high school graduate with 
an outdated education would receive a certificate of obsolescence. We 
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also know that we want to get the best teachers for our children and 
that we want the best people to go into education. 


This all means that without more reasonable state aid we are going 
to have to continue to spend regularly increasing funds for education. 
We have been spending a larger share of the gross national product in 
education—though a study conducted in 1954 indicated that the percentage 
of our national income that we spend on education was still below coun- 
tries like Canada, Austria, Denmark, France and West Germany. 


We know that our most important investment is in the intellectual 
development of the children in our schools. One of the most important 
functions of the school superintendent and the School Committee is to 
see to it that the funds invested in education are invested in practical 
programs that do indeed adequately and properly prepare each child to 
the full limits of his potential. I hope that this report to you has properly 
delineated the nature of these programs and our interest in seeing to it 
that each child is given this opportunity to learn. Good schools don’t 
stay good by themselves. They stay good because of the continuous 
efforts of your total staff, your school committee—and your desire to 
keep them good.

Methods and Procedures Committee 


A three year study of the town’s accounting and management infor- 
mation needs, and alternative methods of processing such information, 
resulted in a February 1968 recommendation that the town convert its 
data processing from the existing manual/mechanical system to a small- 
scale automated one. At a special town meeting held on March 14, 1968 
the Board of Selectmen was authorized to establish a data processing 
center, remodel an area in the Town Hall to provide facilities, employ 
certain personnel, lease central processing and peripheral equipment, and 
take such steps as it deemed necessary to install an automated system 
built around a Honeywell Model 110, Series 200, computer. 


The committee has, consistent with its role as an advisory agency, 
assisted various town officials and employees in the installation of the 
new system. It notes that negotiations were conducted with various 
vendors resulting in the lease or purchase of various pieces of equipment 
at an overall cost less than estimated. This was, primarily, due to a 
delay in arrival of equipment. A data processing manager and key punch 
operator were hired within the limits of allocation and existing personnel 
retrained for duties in connection with the new system. A Town Hall site 
was developed at a cost somewhat in excess of original estimates due 
to certain structural modifications and electric service improvement. 


The following operations have been converted to the automated system: 
real estate tax billing and collections 
preparation of tax listing 
town census 
general and town meeting member mailing system. 


We look forward, very soon, to water billing and collections, payroll, 
appropriation accounting, and school scheduling. Later during 1969 school 
grades and attendance, vehicle maintenance, and accounts payable should 
be installed. 


Expenditures have been somewhat less than estimated, with $42,056 
of the $45,000 appropriation expended or encumbered. Requirements for 
1969, to be presented to the annual meeting, should be essentially as 
estimated almost a year ago. 


Introducing sophistication to any system is a particularly trying exper- 
ience and Winchester’s efforts have been no exception. The cooperation 
of officials and employees directly concerned with the installation has, 
therefore, been most gratifying. 
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Achievements during 1968 — and prospects for 1969 and the future — 
indicate, to the committee’s satisfaction, that the installation of the small 
scale computer system was a wise decision. At the 1969 annual town 
meeting we shall recommend that the town continue the system; either 
by continued lease—or purchase. 


The committee acknowledges the support and cooperation of the Board 
of Selectmen, the School Committee, Finance Committee, and town officials 
and employees, with whom it has had contact during the year.
